Daytona 200 by Arai after unof- 
ficially breaking the Daytona 
International Speedway lap record 
during Dunlop's December 5-7 tire 
test. 

The Denton, Texas, resident is 
no stranger to Daytona. Polen, a 
four-year member of Yoshimura/ 
"Team Suzuki, finished third in the 
'87 running of the Daytona 200, 
took second in '88, and posted a 
DNF in the '89 race after mechan- 
ical problems ended his ride on the 
24th of 57 laps when he was 
holding a 39-second lead. 

Polen, now a member of the Fast 
By Ferracci team, will race a 
Ducati superbike in '91. His first 
ride on the red machine showed 
just how quickly he could adapt.

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INTERVIEW 125cc National MX Champion Guy Cooper 
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been the underdog, chasing a 

dream of winning the 125cc 
National MX Championship. But now 
that Cooper has fulfilled that dream, 
he'll be the top dog everyone will shoot 
for in 1991. 

It was a long wait for the title, but 
one well worth all the years of hard 
work and sacrifice. 

"I've been wanting it so long that 
the wait just made it (winning the 
championship) all the better," said the 
28-year-old motocrosser from Still- 
water, Oklahoma. 


F or seven years, Guy Cooper has

Several weeks after he won the title 
— in the final moto of the season at 
Unadilla, Cooper still couldn't des- 
cribe how it felt to win his first title 
and become the oldest 125cc National 
champ. 

"It feels so good that I wish there 
were more number one plates given 
out," he says. “It’s something that all 
riders who devote so much of their time 
and try so hard to attain should be able 
to experience.” 

Although Cooper says he grew up 
on two wheels, it was only seven years 
ago that he set for himself the goal 
of becoming the 125cc National Cham- 
pion. Then, with the support of his 
wife Jayni, he devoted his life to 
attaining that goal. At 21, Cooper was 
getting a late start to a career where 
most riders usually peak by the time 
they’re 25 years old. 

Cooper’s parents owned a motor- 
cycle shop in Stillwater, so he always 
had access to bikes while he was 
growing up. After working in the shop 
after school during the week, Cooper 
would earn permission from’ his 
parents to ride one of the shop bikes 
on weekends. Then he'd go to church 
early Sunday morning and ride the rest 
of the day, many times while still 
wearing his church clothes. 

Cooper rode all kinds of events, but 
as a teenager he began to lose interest 
in motorcycles. His parents also sold 
bicycles, and Cooper gave up the 
motorized sport to concentrate on the 
pedal-powered version. But after a year 
Cooper was back on a motorcycle. 

"T hadn't raced in more than a year 
and went to the local happening 
track," Cooper recalls. “I finished 
third in the Amateur class and was 
hooked again. I said, "This is what I 
want to do,' and I didn't do anything 
but think and dream about motocross 
from then оп.” 

For several years he competed as an 
Expert class rider at the big amateur 
events with help from Kawasaki's 
Team Green program. His parents also 
helped out by giving him time off from 
working in the shop to attend races. 
When he was 21 he knew it was time 
to move on. Kawasaki would only 


support him in the amateur events, so 
Cooper lined up a deal with Honda. 

"Honda gave me five bikes and a 
parts allowance to travel to the 
Nationals," says Cooper. “I thought 
that was a big ride, which it was for 
us in Oklahoma." 

Guy married Jayni at the beginning 
of 1984, and together they began to 
chase what came to be their dream of 
a National title. The dream quickly 
became a nighmare when their van, 
trailer and bikes were stolen early in 
the season. Undaunted, they purchased 
a car with the insurance money, talked 
his parents into loaning him some 
bikes, and pulled a trailer the rest of 
the season, often sleeping in the back

seat of the car. But they made it 
through that year, and over the next 
few years Cooper steadily improved as 
a privateer. 

Cooper got his big break when 
Honda gave him full factory support 
for the 1988 season. There was also a 
bad break — of the physical kind — 
before the season even started. Cooper 
fractured his leg during the off-season, 
in a European supercross race. 
Although he missed several of the early 
125cc Nationals, Cooper still won four 
125cc Nationals that year and missed 
the runner-up spot in the final stand- 
ings by two points. 

In 1989, Cooper was in contention 
for the 125cc title throughout the year, 









































but a bad day in the final round at 
Unadilla, once again left him third in 
the final standings and he was dropped 
from the Honda team. After being 
picked up by Suzuki for the 1990 
season, Cooper said, “І want to be the 
first rider to leave Honda and win a 
championship the next year.” 

He immediately liked his new team. 

"I was really impressed with the way 
Suzuki handled their team," says 
Cooper. “They rolled. out the red 
carpet with the little things, like 
making flight arrangements for Jayni, 
making sure I was entered at all the 
races and paying those entries. Every 
rider was treated the same. 

"Honda is very much like a totem 





pole, when you are on top, you are 
the top dog and have everything. I was 
barely able to be on the pole." 
Although things didn't go well for 
‘Cooper in the Camel Supercross Series 
this year, he rolled through the first 
half of the 125cc Nationals locked in 
^а battle with Frenchman Jean-Michel 
Bayle of Team Honda for the points 
lead. Cooper enjoyed the struggle and 
‘came to respect the former 125 and 
250cc World Champion for his racing 
on the track while forming a friend- 
ship off the track. 
f “Bayle is the type of guy with whom 
you could shake hands with the day 
before an event even when we knew 
it was going to be a tight race," says 
Cooper. “We’d do some trials riding 
on bicycles and talk about the race and 
end up saying good luck to each other 





Cooper. "Everyone, even (Honda's 
racing manager) Gary Mathers, came 
up to me and congratulated me on the 
win. Other riders, friends and just a 
lot of people made it sound like the 
title was in the bag."' 

It turned out to be the worst thing 
to happen to him. Cooper was now 
the one to beat and, instead of riding 
on the edge as he always had, he began 
to concentrate on riding conservatively 
in order to reduce the risk of a crash 
and injury. He changed his training 
routine and his diet and began taking 
large amounts of vitamins to hopefully 
increase his endurance. 

“I thought things were going great, 
although I could hardly even drive 
a car without thinking I might crash 
it," says Cooper. Needless to say, the 
next race was a disaster.

evenly matched at the last two 
Nationals, just as it had been with 
Bayle: But Kiedrowski was different. 

“He wasn’t the type to wish you luck 
before a race,” says Cooper. “When he 
beat me I didn’t feel like I could go 
up and congratulate him. I think he 
dislikes his rivals so he can work 
himself up to beat them. That’s the 
way Hannah was. 

“Sometimes I'd talk to his mechanic, 
Ron Wood, who was mine last year, 
and we'd laugh and joke around. 
Kiedrowski didn’t like that at all, so 
sometimes I did it just to get him mad." 

Cooper won the battle at Unadilla 
to fulfill his dream, although the 
ending was nothing like he had 
imagined. 

“The last couple of laps at Unadilla 
I wanted to scream and yell and just

Bayle’s luck ran out when he broke 
his arm at the midpoint of the season.

first time he had ever led the series, 
and suddenly he was no longer the 
underdog. 

“That was the big turning point of 
how the season would turn out,” says 


“Every little thing affected me, I was 
uptight over the littlest things," he 
said. 

"He was the worst when he was on 
the vitamins,” says Jayni. “Не was out 
of control." 

Cooper quickly dropped the vitamin 
and diet program, but it didn't change 
his luck. At the very next National he 
crashed in the first moto and was 
detuned for the rest of the day. A 
month-long break in the schedule and 
training with Bob Hannah helped him 
to regain his confidence. 

"]t was pretty good having the оГ 
guy riding with me; he really helped 
me going into the Steel City National," 
says Cooper. “Не didn't tell me exactly 
what to do, he gave me advice, told 
me what he did in similar situations. 
It helped because it gave me another 
angle to look at. 

"But you can get guidance, you can 
ask the Lord for wisdom, there are a 
lot of things to do to help your mental 
attitude, but there isn't one person in 


the world who can tell you how to win 
a race. You've got to practice and use 
the advice, but you've got to pull it 
from yourself to win the race."

With the time off and new-found 
confidence, even a DNF due to punc- 
tured engine cases in the first moto at 
Steel City turned out to be a positive 
thing. Cooper lost his points lead to 
Kiedrowski and was once again the 
underdog. 

“I had to win, there was no more 
riding easy," Cooper says. “1 had 
something to overcome.” 

He became locked into a battle 
against Kiedrowski, and they were 


be excited, but I couldn't. I didn't want 
to fall or do anything stupid, so I tried 
to hold it all back. I always thought 
that when I crossed the finish line I 
wouldn't be able to even ride the bike, 
that I was going to fall over and it 
would be just a full-on dramatic thing. 
But those last two laps drug it out; 
they felt like they lasted an hour. I came 
in happy and thrilled, but it wasn't 
what I expected. I envisioned people 
pulling me off the bike.” 

But even after the victory party in 
New York, an airport welcoming party 
complete with banners, and being 
presented with a proclamation from 
the mayor of Stillwater proclaiming 
October 15 as Guy Cooper Day, Cooper 
feels that there 15 a black cloud cast 
on his title. 

“I feel that some of the press has 
taken the Washougal race and blown 
it out of proportion," says Cooper.

Bayle was injured. Two of his Suzuki 
teammates who had moved into the 
125cc class at the completion of the 
250cc National Championship MX 
Series finished behind Cooper that day, 
giving him a 6l-point lead over his 
nearest rival, Honda’s Mike Kied- 
rowski. Another Suzuki teammate also 
came over from the 250cc class to 
compete in the 125cc class, as well. as 
the two factory Yamaha riders. A 
magazine editorial was critical of the 

ooper won at Washougal, thus 

g what Cooper refers to as the 
"black cloud." 

"I had Suzuki teammates finish 
behind me.which took points from 
Kiedrowski," explains Cooper. “I only 
won by one point, so people who read 
that article may base the whole cham- 
pionship on that race. Some may think 
I didn't deserve it, and that's what casts 
the black cloud. There wasn't anything 
done to cheat. We all had the same 
chance from the starting gate to the 
finish line. 

“I gained points on Kiedrowski (due 
to the 250cc class riders), but I al: 

a lot of points stolen from me as 
If you took all the 250 riders out of 
the last six races and added up the 
points, I still would've been ahead by 
more than the way it turned out.” 

By elimating the.250 riders and 
bumping both Cooper's and Kiedrow- 
ski's finishes up accordingly, Cooper 
would've indeed still won the cham- 
pionship with a three-point margin. 

At least the financial rewards that 
come with winning a championship 
help to brighten Cooper's outlook. 

"I did pretty well, but I can't tell 
you exactly how much I made," says 
Cooper. “You could say I made more 
than $200,000, before you count the

expenses of flying Jayni to the races. 
But І don't want to sound like I'm 
boasting. Sometimes I almost feel bad 
about it knowing that there are many 
privateers who are my friends that 
don't make very much." 

Cooper says that he's already got 
plans for his earnings. He wants to 
expand his Competition Connection 
accessory shop in Stillwater, which 
means buying the building next door

10 use as a shop to store some of his 
equipment. Some of that equipment 
includes a new tractor that Cooper 
proudly shows off in a Midwest farm- 
boy way. The tractor, he explains, is 
used to maintain his practice track. It's 
not a private track since it's built on 
public land, and Cooper always wel- 
comes the local riders who use it. 
Cooper has also planned his future. 
He'll be back with Suzuki next year 
to defend his title. He's got a goal to 


win his first supercross race, and he’d™ 
like to top his record of 11 National 
moto and five overall wins. 

“Гуе thought in the past a lot about 
retiring at the end of '91, but at this 
point I don’t know if ГЇЇ actually do 
it," Cooper said. 

He enjoys testing, and wouldn't 
mind cutting back on racing in '92 in 
order to participate in research and 
development. Cooper figures that 
would allow him to spend more time 
at home so that he can start a family. 

Cooper likes all kinds of off-road 
riding, and when he's not on the 
motocross track he can be found 
thumping along the trail on his Suzuki 
DR or tackling obstacles on one of his 
trials bikes. He may even try the ISDE 
some day. 

"You may very well see me at the 
ISDE in the future, one of my goals 
is to make a successful transistion to 
enduro or cross country riding," says 
Cooper. “Гуе got some experience in 
enduros, my brothers are really fast and 
are teaching me how to go through 
the trees quickly. Maybe by the time 
the ISDE rolls around in Tulsa in 1994 
you might see three Coopers riding.” 

But next season you'll see Guy 
Cooper riding as the 125cc National 
Champion. He will no longer be in 
his favorite role of the underdog. 

"T've got the number one plate and 
people are going to want to beat те,” 
Cooper says. 

But now that he's experienced the 
pressure of being number one, twice 
if you count his slide back to second 
in the points, Cooper feels it will be 
easier to be on top. 

"Obtaining the number one plate 
was one ot the biggest goals in my 
entire life," says Cooper. “А second 
one would be great, but now that I 
know what it feels like, I know that 
if it doesn't happen I've got the one 
I really wanted." cN

The Christmas spirit invades Carlsbad

CARLSBAD, CA, DEC. 9 
anta Claus made his annual visit 
S to Carlsbad Raceway to spread the 
holiday spirit as Bridgestone 
presented the 3rd Annual Brad Lackey 
Christmas Grand Prix. And the man 
under the Santa suit was the 1982 500cc 
World MX Champion himself. 
Temperatures in the 80s prevented 
Lackey from wearing the suit for long, 
but there were plenty of other things 
to get approximately 500 entrants in 
the holiday spirit. Christmas trees were 
in the pits and at the finish line, 
stockings.and garland were hung over 
the signup booth, red and white 
painted hay bales and tires lined 


sections of the course, and there were 
plenty of presents from the event’s 
many sponsors for the competitors and 
spectators alike. 

“I want to make this the event for 
December,” said Coast Racing’s John 
Taylor, who organized the event. 

But the event came very close to not 
happening at all. Last year Taylor, 
who only runs this one event each year, 
encountered scoring' problems when 
many riders had duplicate numbers. 
Many were angry after that race, and 
Taylor wasn’t sure if he wanted to risk 
more of the same this year. 

A phone call from a rider interested 


in the event changed his mind, and 
after getting backing from Bridgestone 
the event was a go. Taylor figures he 
lost some riders after last year’s event, 
so this year he made a number of 
changes to avoid any problems. 

“I rode here last year and had a great 
time,” said Vet Beginner class rider 


Dennis Holladay. “Taylor runs the . 


races himself, so I can sympathize with 
him. He said he would make this year 
better.” " 
Everybody was assigned a number, 
and riders would have to wait approx- 
imately 10 days for race results. Tro- 
phies and prizes would arrive by mail. 


John Altamirano was trying to keép’ 
up a family tradition of bringing home 
a Brad Lackey Christmas GP. plaqué 
which is given to the top riders in each" 
class. 

"My two sons went off to race at 
another track, so it's up to me tliis 
year," said Altamirano before his 
Senior Beginner class race. “1:5 
become a Christmas tradition to hang 
a Brad Lackey plaque up on the wall." 

Not everybody would win a plaque; 
but some riders came just to ride ратб 
of the Carlsbad MX course, which was 
the site of the 500cc U.S. MX GP for 
many years. Sections of that track were

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used along with portions of the old 
made-for-television Superbikers 
course, the Carlsbad drag strip and 
several sections cut through the chap- 
parel to make the five-mile course. 

This is a true grand prix track, it’s 
fast and has a little bit of everything," 
said Senior Novice class rider Chris 
Tuttobene. 

“I love Carlsbad, it's the best ever," 
said 34-year-old Tom Wilson. “I like 
the history of the U.S. GP.” 

Preserving some of that history is 
what made Taylor decide to run the 
race in the first place. 

“T’ve been coming here since I was 
kid and wanted to contribute some- 
thing to the raceway,” he says. 

“This facility is so big that we can 
run a good GP track,” said Lackey. 
"It took 60 hours of preparation, but 
I think we built a safe, fun track. The 
whole purpose of the event is to have 
a good time." 

Lackey may never have won the U.S. 
GP at Carlsbad while competing on 
the GP circuit, but he's helped make 
his Christmas GP a winning event. єм

Life in the fast lane

ith few exceptions, every form 
We two-wheeled competition 

takes place in the fast lane. And 
there’s no faster or more competitive 
lane than the narrow one that Amer- 
ica’s professional flat track racers 
travel in pursuit of this country’s 
most coveted number one plate — the 
one awarded to the Grand National 
Championship/Camel Pro Series 
champ. 

Scott Parker has won that plate 
three years running and Chris Carr 
has finished second in the point 
standings the past two years. The 
Harley-Davidson factory team 
members dominated the 1990 series 
to the point that the third ranked 
rider, Honda-mounted privateer 
Ronnie Jones, was mathematically 





eliminated from the title chase after 
the 12th of 16 scheduled rounds. 

For 29-year-old Parker, the 1991 
season — his 13th on the circuit — 
provides the rider from Michigan 
with the opportunity of joining the 
legendary Carroll Resweber as a four- 
time Grand National Champion. 
He’s also within three victories of 
equaling the 40 Grand National 
Championship dirt track wins logged 
by three-time champ Jay Springsteen, 
who is still active. 

Carr, on the other hand, is still 
seeking his first Grand National 
number one plate to.add to the 600 
National Championship plates he’s 
earned in each of the past three 
seasons. The Californian admits that 
he’s not all that content in playing 


second fiddle to his teammate. 
Although six years Parker’s junior, 
1991 will mark Carr’s seventh year of 
racing in the Camel Pro Series fast 
lane. 

We spoke to Parker and Carr two 
days before both would leave the 
States on a flight to Italy. Along with 
six other racers, they were headed to 
Europe to compete in short track 
races in Bologna. 

“The season ends and you think 
you have a lot of time off,” said 
Parker, “but before you know it, it's 
Thanksgiving, this trip to Italy 
comes up, then Christmas and then 
you're at Daytona starting all over 
again." 

The off-season for Carr is one of 
more racing. “Since Sacramento, the 
last race of the year, I've raced every 
week except for the week of the 
awards banquet. Lodi, rough scram- 








bles, things like that. I take that back. 
I didn't race last weekend. I went up 
to the mountains for two days and 
trail rode like crazy. We go up there 
and build us a bonfire, camp and 
rough it as little as we have to. We 
even go on night rides. Pick up three 
or four bikes and ride them at night." 

But besides racing, Carr generally 
just kicks back. ““То give you an idea 
of what I mean, I haven't picked up 
my golf clubs since the Camel Golf 
Tournament at Sacramento in 
October.” 

Although both spend a lot of time 
on off-road bikes, neither spends 
much time on street bikes. “My father 
puts more miles on my street Harley 
than I do," Parker said. "Although 
I just got a new Fatboy and I plan 
to do more riding on that.” 

“Kevin (Atherton) has probably 
put more miles on my street Harley 








when he’s out here visiting than I do 
the rest of the year," Carr said. 

To earn the right to take it “easy” 
during the winter, racers like Parker 
and Carr let it all hang out on the 
weekends during the season, Carr 
considerably more times than Parker. 

The champion picks and chooses 
his races, and aside from occasional 
forays into the road racing world (he 
announced at the November 3 AMA 
Pro Awards Banquet that he intends 
to take part in the Daytona 200 in 
March, something he said he had no 
interest in doing in early 1990), 
taking part in the Daytona 600 
National the night before the Camel 
Pro National this year and the 
aforementioned races in Italy, he 
concentrated exclusively on the 
Grand National Championship 
events in 1990. 

Carr, on the other hand, lives to 
race. In addition to his full Camel 
Pro Series schedule, Carr competed 
in all but one round of the 600

National Series. “Га go nuts (if I 
didn't гасе), Carr said. 

Parker approaches the sport in a 
more businesslike manner, citing the 
risks involved and that he doesn't feel 
racing for lesser purses is wise in light 
of the large sum of money that 
rewards the winner of the Camel Pro 
Series. Because of the every present 
element of danger, Parker says he 
probably wouldn't race if the finan- 
cial rewards weren't as great as they 
are. 

"If my Harley salary and the 
Camel bonus money went away, I'd 
have to get an outside sponsor or I 
wouldn't гасе.” 

Parker collected $100,000 in bonus 
money from Camel and $50,000 from 
Harley-Davidson for winning the 
title this year. Add to that his Harley 
salary — reportedly $80,000, the 
sizeable amount of purse money he 
collected, along with Camel Chal- 
lenge money and the $5000 per 
National win bonus from Harley, and 
you can see that before any endor- 
sement income the champ is pushing 
the half-million dollar mark in 
annual income. 

"It's not equal to what the road 
racers in Europe are getting, but 
there's no way you're going to go out 
and earn money like that in a regular 
job,” Parker said. 

The big check — the $100,000 one 
the Grand National Champion col- 
lects from Camel — is the ultimate 


motivator. The runner-up in the 
Camel Pro Series receives $30,000. 

Parker began the season as a sea- 
soned veteran, a two-time Grand 
National Champion. Even when he 
was behind in the point standings or 
when he and Carr were virtually 
deadlocked, he never publicly showed 
any signs of pressure. 

“Sure there’s pressure, but I’ve 
proven what I can do. There’s 
nothing like the feeling you get when 
you win the plate the first time. 
You've accomplished what every dirt 
tracker wants to do. And nobody can 
ever take that away from you. I'm 
relaxed at races. I like to talk to 
people, talk to fans, talk to the press.”’ 

Carr is also cordial at races but he 
definitely puts on more of a race face. 
“Yeah, and I really felt the pressure 
at the end of the season.” 

Carr hid from the press and his fans 
for a half hour or so after the San 
Jose Mile, in which he finished 
second to Parker. Having lost the 
points lead to Parker at the previous 
round — while racing for the lead 
at the Springfield Mile, Carr was 
black-flagged due to a cracked oil 
tank that was spewing oil — and 
obviously disappointed in seeing 
Parker pull even further ahead with 
just two races remaining, Carr also 
had something else to think about. 

What he was pondering, would 
eventually turn into a positive thing. 
The season concluded at Sacramento

where Parker clinched his third title 


with a victory in a race that saw Carr 
finish fourth. And something that 
transpired there cemented the feeling, 
at least for Carr, that the Harley team 
will be even more of a force in the 
future. 

Three weeks before the Sacramento 
race, though, with the title chase as 
close as it could be as far as the point 
standings were concerned, the circuit 
swung West for the final three races 
of the season and on the opening lap 
of the San Jose Mile final, Parker 
went down in a crash that left former 
champ Ricky Graham with a broken 
arm. Uninjured, Parker limped his 
bike to the start/finish line where his 
tuner, Bill Werner, began to franti- 
cally work on the bike in hopes of 
within an eight-minute grace period 
repairing the damage the XR750 had 
suffered in the high-speed accident. 
Although many feel the eight- 
minutes became more like 15 revo- 
lutions of the minute hand on the 
official’s clock, Werner was able to 
get the bike race-ready to the point 
that after Parker swung a leg over it 
and the green light flashed, he went 
on to win the race. 

The surprising thing that occurred 
and the thing that had Carr scratch- 
ing his head was the fact that his 
"mechanic, Kenny Tolbert, helped 
Werner work on Parker's bike. 

"I had mixed feelings about that," 
Carr said. “He came over to me and 
asked me if I minded if he helped out. 
I told him, “Т don't know.' After 
thinking about it for a few seconds, 
Itold him to do what he thought was

right. You know, you're sitting there 
with $150,000 and on the line and you 
don't know if they would return the 
favor. Well, they did at Sacramento 
(Carr's shift shaft broke and had to 
be replaced and Werner helped Tol- 
bert make the repairs), so in retro- 
spect we did the right thing." 

Carr feels the Harley team — 
Parker, Atherton and himself — are 
stronger because of the exchange of 
assistance late in the season. ‘‘Before 
we were a team in color only. We were 
inter-team rivals. The bikes are so 
close but somebody always has an 
advantage. There's no trading of 
secrets. But we're more of a team now. 
We need to operate as a team. That 
will benefit Harley-Davidson and 
keep us at the top." 

On the other hand, Parker feels a

bit different about the team work. 
“Ме pit together and the team thing 
is there, but once you get on the track 
it's gone. It's each man for himself.” 

As for Carr's mechanic helping 
Werner at San Jose, Parker said, “You 
have to keep in mind that Kenny 
(Tolbert) and I have known each 
other for a long time." 

Parker admits to not knowing 
much of. what Bill Werner has done 
to the bike between races. “That’s his 
department and mine is riding. I'm 
not the kind of guy who knows what 
he's done to the shocks or the front 
end or things like that." 

Carr respects Parker and is not 
hesitant to admit it. Asked if he felt 
Parker had an advantage, say during 
the final lap of a mile race, due to 
his being more experienced, Carr 








said, “I think he does. He has the 
knack of being in the right place at 
the right time. That’s something that 
is an art form in a way. Everybody 
thinks you need to be second coming 
off of turn four (on the last lap), but 
I’ve seem him win so many races 
leading off of turn four. I think that 
he has an advantage on the 25th lap. 
When you get to turn three or four, 
somehow he’ll go a little bit faster 
than he did on lap 24. I was just 
beginning to pick up on that and I 
‘was going to do the same thing to 
"him at Sacramento. It didn’t work.” 

Parker says he paid his dues on the 
way to the top. “You’ve got to 
remember that I raced against Jay 
(Springsteen), Randy Goss, Hank 
Scott and guys like that when I 
started." 





In 1979, as a rookie Expert, Parker 
won two Nationals — the DuQuoin 
Mile and the Indianapolis Mile — at 
the tender age of 17. He remembers 
that period of his racing career well 
and compares young teammate Kevin 
Atherton to himself at that stage of 
his career. 2 

"I used to like to ride up in the 
cushion and that kind of thing in 
practice. I'll see Kevin (Atherton) 
doing that now and I'll ask him where 
he thinks we'll be racing later. He'll 
say, 'Down on the groove,' and I'll 
tell him that's where he should be 
practicing. Over the years you learn 
not to waste time and that's some- 
thing you do a lot of when you're 
a young or new racer." 

In conversations, Parker mentions 
teammate Atherton a lot and he also

mentions Mike Hale, the Camel Pro 
Series Rookie of the Year. Asked if 
he sees any other young riders that 
could offer him competition in the 
future, Parker says, "To be honest 
about it, I don’t really watch the 
Junior races. Sure, I might be down 
in a corner, but I’m looking more at 
the track than the racers.” 

As for other competitors, Parker 
says that often it’s a matter of “two 
or three horses (horsepower)" that 
separates the winners from the also- 
rans. “Таке Ronnie Jones. He had 
a good year and you know he and 
(sponsor) George Garvis are going to 
spend the winter looking for a few 
more horses." 

In summary, Parker has the plate. 
Carr wants it. What will happen next 
year? Who will be Number One at 
the end of the 1991 Camel Pro Series? 

Asked if he could bear to not win 
the title again, Carr said, "I'm going 
on my seventh year. I'm not a patient 
person and I was definitely heart- 
broken this year. I don't know how 
I'd react. That's à question I can't 
answer.” 

Asked if he felt he could add his 
name to Resweber's as the only four- 
time Grand National Champion, 
Parker said, “I'm not worried about 
that. I’ve accomplished a lot and what 
I've done is something I'm proud of. 
Only a few of us have won three 
titles." 

Parker paused and then said, "Four 
straight? Well, I don't see fivestraight 
happening, but four straight . . . PI 
tell you one thing, I've got my money 
on myself.” єх

was just another dirt tracker 

dabbling in a road racing season 
that featured an epic AMA Superbike 
Championship battle between Wayne 
Rainey and Kevin Schwantz. A year 
later, he was still dabbling, this time 
in the shadow of the dominant duo 
of Bubba Shobert and Doug Polen. 
In 1989 Chandler won two road race 
Nationals, including the first of his 
career at Mid-Ohio, but he didn't win 
a title and his efforts still went 
virtually unnoticed, thanks to the 
very large shadow cast by 250cc 
phenom John Kocinski. 

This past season, the shadow 
casting was done by Chandler himself 
as he made the 1990 Superbike 
National Championship his own. 
Ever the dabbler, Chandler also tried 
his hand in the World Championship 
Superbike Series, winning the impor- 
tant Sugo, Japan, round of the series 
with a 3-1 tally after also winning 
a leg of the U.S. round of the cham- 
pionship in Brainerd, Minnesota. 

His National Championship and 
World Superbike outings have 
attracted team managers in both 
Grand Prix and superbike racing. 
"There was talk of him joining Kevin 
Schwantz at Lucky Strike Suzuki, 
rumors of a linkup with Honda, talk 
of him being included in a proposed 
new Yamaha team put together by 
former World Champion Franco 
Uncini with help from Kenny 
Roberts, and a bonafide offer to do 
the World Superbike Championship 
on factory Kawasakis. 

Unfortunatly, we caught up with 
the 25-year-old Salinas, California, 
resident a few weeks too soon. The 
rumors were still rumors, and 
nothing has been signed. Although 
the Kawasaki offer has officially been 
turned down, Chandler's plans are 
still uncertain, at least publicly, but

it's most likely that Chandler will : 


join the elite GP circuit in 1991. The 
fact that Roberts is at least playing 
a bit role in Chandler's future, makes 
one believe he will be aboard a 
Yamaha YZR500. At presstime, how- 
ever, neither were willing to discuss 
details. 

“Basically, Га like to get over to 
Europe to ride 500$, but I really don't 
have anything concrete yet,” 
Chandler said, as late as December 
6. '"MaybeT'll know more next week.” 














Roberts concurs: “It’s too early to 
say right now what's happening. 
We've got some stuff going, but we 
can't talk about it yet. There are a 
couple of. different teams interested 
in Doug right now — we'll have to 
see what one buys him.” 

Chandler says the decision to turn 
down Kawasaki's World Superbike 
offer wasn't that difficult, even 
though his first season on that circuit 
may have resulted in him being 
World Champion. 

“To me, you can always ride 
superbikes,” Chandler said. “But if 
you get a chance to ride a 500 you're 
stupid if you don't take it. It's

an opportunity you're not going to 
get every day. You can make more 
money doing the GPs, maybe not on 
your contract money, but I know the 
helmet companies and leather com- 
panies pay the GP riders a lot more 
than they pay anyone else. 

"I was wanting out of here last 
year,” he adds. “I felt I was through 
riding superbikes. They're fun bikes 
to ride, but I feel I'm wasting my time 
and I think it's better to get on a 500 
and try and get some experience with 
those guys.” 

At the beginning of the 1989 
season, not many would have consi- 
dered Chandler when shopping for 











a GP-caliber rider. But his riding 
improved ten-fold by the end of the 
'89 season, and his learning curve 
continued to spiral upward in 1990. 

A different riding style? A new 
attitude? Nope. The lanky Califor- 
nian found the key to going faster 
was in improving the way the motor- 
cycle underneath him performed. 

"I think a lot of it (his rapid 
improvement) came from knowing 
more about suspension and knowing 
how far I could take the bike. Before 
I just rode without really knowing 
what to look for, without knowing 
what needed to be changed to make 
the bike work better.” 





The season opener in Daytona saw 
him riding an under-developed, 
poorly-carbureted, Kawasaki 7 in 
near Supersport trim. He rode on to 
finish third, and was still in the 
shadows of the others. When Daytona 
winner Dave Sadowski was inter- 
viewed in the months between rounds 
one and two, he failed to even 
mention Chandler as a champio 
ship factor. 

But the Muzzy Kawasaki crew 
worked hard in the two months 
between Daytona and Road Atlanta, 
and it paid off at the second round. 
Chandler didn’t win, but he was right 
there, beaten only by Doug Polen, in 
a one-off U.S. ride. 

From Loudon onward, however, 
the series belonged to Chandler and 
his Kawasaki. His cornering speed 
was better than the rest, his confi- 
dence was at an all-time high, and 
the ZX7 was suddenly the best bike 
on the race track. The combination 
would prove to be the best for the rest 
of the series as he went on to win 
four straight races, all but persuading 
the rest of the field to race for second 
place. He wrapped up the champion- 
ship in Kansas with a third place 
finish and ended the season with 
another second at Willow Springs. 

|i. “I knew the bike would be a lot 
closer to everyone else's after Day- 
tona,’’ Chandler said. “After Daytona 
they had time to make the bike better. 
Carburetion had something to do 
with it, but the bike just really wasn’t 
dialed in there. It wasn’t set up as 
a combination. It was way off. We 
ended up with different pipes and it 
was just a combination of things that 
made it work better. It felt good to 
finally have everything come 
together, and each race got better and 


| better as we gained momentum.” 
| What was the difference between 
Chandler and the rest? Was it his 
"ability. to push the front end with 
more reckless abandon? 
““То a point I think it's pushing 
the front, but it's more of just

pushing the whole motorcycle, let- 
ting it slide and knowing its limit," 
he said. “Тһе front definitely has a 
lot to do with it as far as your 
cornering speed, and a lot of guys are 
scared to put it into the corners 
because they think they're going to 
lose the front. I think I was able to 
gain quite a bit on the other guys just 
going into the corners. But it's 
something I had to play around with 
quite a bit this year, using different 
suspension setups.” 

Chandler didn't make many mis- 
takes in '90. But he says he did 
miscalculate in setting up the Kawa- 
saki for the second to last round at 
Heartland Park Topeka. 

“Ме knew it (the Kansas race track) 
would be really hard on front ends, 
so we ended up taking some weight 
off the front.to save the front tire. I 
knew it would be hard to ride but 
I thought that at the end we might 
have some front tire left and the other 
guys might shred theirs.” 

It was one of the best races of the 
year while it lasted, but Chandler 





couldn't take the chance of pushing 
a motorcycle that wasn't set up 
correctly, and the race went to Miguel 
DuHamel with Chandler's teammate 
Scott Russell finishing second. It 
wasn't a wasted mistake — Chandler 
filed itaway and will no doubt benefit 
from the experience. 

"It was a shot in the dark and we 
got beat, but that's how you learn 
stuff," Chandler adds. ''It was a battle 
the whole race, but we had the front 
up in the air with no weight on it 
and the thing just wanted to push.” 

But the championship was secure, 
six months after what he calls his 
most frustrating race — the season 
opening Daytona 200. 

"] wanted to be able to run with 
everyone right at the start (at Day- 
tona) rather than just going for the 
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points," Chandler said. “Daytona 1:0 
such a big race and I'd like to win 
there more than anywhere else.” 

So if Daytona was his worst race 
in '90, what was his best? 

"I'd have to say Sugo (Japan) was 
my best race because it was a track 
I'd never been to before.” 

It was his second taste of World 
Superbike competition, the other 
coming months before in Brainerd, 
Minnesota. Those two international 
performances put him on track for’ 
the offers he's since received, 
although, as he says, the AMA series:'! 
isn't far behind the world series. 

“The only difference is that there 
are just more guys than what we have 1 
here that can run together. I don't 
think they have any better riders over 
there. There are just more guys with. 
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better bikes that can stick together. 
But it’s getting better here. It’s a lot 
better now than it was when there was 
just Wayne (Rainey) and Kevin 
(Schwantz). and then Bubba (Shobert) 
апа Doug (Polen)." 

So it appears that Chandler will 
move on, to the Grands Prix. Surpris- 
ingly, it won’t be his first experience 
оп a two-stroke road racer. A 20-year- 
old, Chandler rode a Honda RS500 in 
1985 in selected road races. It likely 
won't help him, though. 

“It’s not even close to today's 500s,” 
he. said. “I think my superbikes are 
closer than what those bikes are.” 

So is Chandler ready to tackle the 
Raineys, Schwantz’ and Lawsons? 

“Thats where you want to be, 
racing with them,” he said. “If you're 
going to get any recognition then 
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On the track, it was Chandler who 
turned up the heat in muggy Florida. 





you've got to go over and race with 
those guys.” 

Chandler leaves behind an AMA 
Superbike Series that could prove to 
be even more competitive than the 
just completed 1990 season. 

“I think it will be pretty good here 
next year," he said. “I think Randy 
(Renfrow) will do pretty well again; 
Thomas (Stevens) and Jamie (James) 
should be right in there. I’m not sure 
about Polen - I think he might be 
expecting more out of that bike 
(Ducati) than what they have; and 
Scott (Russell) should also go pretty 
good if they can get the new bike 
going good. I think it should be a 
really good series.” 

With the exception of Roberts, 
Chandler is the only U.S. road racer 
with true dirt track experience. It's 


* been widely published that the cur- 


rent crop of American road racers 
who now dominate road racing 
worldwide have vast dirt track knowl- 
edge, yet Chandler and Roberts are 
the only ones who have won dirt track 
Nationals. 

In fact, in 1989 Chandler joined 
Roberts and Dick Mann as the only 
three riders to win in every form of 
AMA Grand National racing — mile, 
half mile, short track, TT and road 
racing. Chandler is proud of his dirt 
track roots, and says he'll miss 
rubbing elbows with his dirt tracking 
peers. 

“I might be through dirt tracking 
for a while," he said. ''I'll miss some 
of the people, and I'll miss the miles. 
"That's still the closest, tightest racing 
I've ever done. It's thrilling to be that 
tight with some of the other riders." 

Since earning his first National 
Championship in September, 
Chandler has been spending his time 
with his family and his newest hobby, 
working on old cars. 

"T've really just been cruising and 
enjoying my time off," he said. “Гуе 
been playing around with some of my 
cars. I've got three old Chevelles, and 
I'm just making them run again. I 
do most of the work myself, other 
than the actual building of the 
engines." 

Chandler is patient, and it shows 
in his smooth, mistake-free riding 
style. If he indeed makes the jump 
to the GPs in 1991, he will again be 
cast in the shadows of others. They 
should enjoy it now, because it may 
not last long. єх

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TEST yamaha YRO

1990 — the year it all finally came 
together for the three-time World 
Champion in his more recent role as 
GP team manager. After five years of 
constant striving to win a covéted 
world title as boss of Team Roberts 
Yamaha, 1990 saw King Kenny’s 
dream realized — not once, but twice. 
After coming so close in 1989, Wayne 
Rainey turned in а near-copybook 
season to win the 500cc title, while 
KR's future investment rider-wise, 
John Kocinski, won a thrilling 250cc 
championship chase at the last gasp 
in Australia. The best racer of his era 
had now become the best team man- 
ager with a clean sweep of his targeted 
titles: Not really much more you could 
ask for, is there? 
Several factors combined to make 


К» Roberts surely won't forget 


‘this possible, especially in the 500cc 


class where until this season, there had 
always been at least one piece missing 
from the jigsaw of factors combining 
to make a Team Roberts title win 
feasible. Astute behind-the-scenes 
management enabled Roberts to bring 
it all together for 1990, with a switch 
to Marlboro sponsorship placing a 
much larger budget at his disposal, 
while an agreement with Yamaha saw 
Team Roberts installed securely as 
effectively the factory works team, with 
all other Yamaha users playing second 
fiddle to the Marlboro-Roberts setup. 
Hiring reigning World Champion 
Eddie Lawson alongside his close rival 
Rainey not only beefed up the rider 
strength to a level never previously 
attained by any team, but also seemed 
likely to spur each rider on to new 
levels of competitiveness by mounting 
them on equal machinery. And finally, 
yet in some ways most vitally, Team 
Roberts switched to Michelin tires for 
the first time, after four years on 
Dunlop rubber, though remarkably 
enough 1989 title runner-up Rainey 
started the 1990 season having to 
qualify for the best A-tires in practice 


under Michelin's controversial new 
system, since each leading team was 
restricted to just one guaranteed set of 
the top rubber. АП the pieces of the 


jigsaw were on the table: now it 


remained to assemble them together. 
The man who did that was Califor- 
nian Wayne Rainey, who took the 
championship battle by the scruff of 
its neck in Japan by leading the first 
race of the season from start to finish 
to impress his mark on the title chase. 
From then on, everyone else was 
playing catch-up — that is, when they 
weren't crashing and injuring them- 
selves. With horsepower levels now 
over 160 bhp, weight of the Honda and 





Suzuki works bikes at least down to 
the 253 lb. class minimum and 
Michelin tires of the highest level yet 
seen in GP racing, even the leading 
handful of the world’s top riders found 
controlling their mega-rocket race 
bikes a tricky business in 1990 — all 
except Wayne Rainey, that is. In a 
practically. faultless season Rainey 
crashed just once, in qualifying in 
Germany (from which he recovered to 
finish second in the race), likewise 
DNF just once in Hungary when a 
late switch from carbon to steel brakes 
left him with insufficient brake fluid 
in the system to cope with the high 
level of pad wear on a switchback 








circuit, and finished on the rostrum 
in every other race — a fine achieve- 
ment regardless of the depleted 
numbers in the 500cc class last season. 
Seven GP race victories, five seconds 
and a pair of thirds gave Rainey, 
Yamaha and Kenny Roberts a well- 
deserved title. 

In а year when consistency and 
reliability were the keynotes of cham- 
pionship success, it was appropriate 
that Rainey's title win should be 
achieved on the most dependable and 
long-lived machine in the current GP 
lineup — Yamaha's YZR500 V4. Since 
taking the major step of converting the 
twin-crankshaft V4 design, which they 
were the first to introduce to the 
modern GP. arena, from rotary-valve 
to reed-valve induction back in 1984, 
Yamaha has followed a predetermined 
evolutionary development policy on 
their 500cc bike, just like Honda has 
done with their 250cc V-twin. Where 
Honda, Cagiva and latterly also Suzuki 
have gone in for 500cc redesigns almost 
on an annual basis, Yamaha has been 
content to constantly update their 
basic machine, so that Rainey's 1990 
title-winner is recognizably similar to 
Eddie Lawson's 1984 championship 
machine — and not just because of the 
Marlboro colors! That makes Yama; 
ha's victory last season a triumph of 
evolution over revolution — rather like 
Porsche's policy with their reat- 
engined 911 sports car, even longer- 
lived but the subject of constant 
updating — and meant that the Team 
Roberts Marlboro title-winner «І 
sampled on an initially damp Snetter- 





ton track at the end of the 1990 season 
was'very similar in feel and perfor- 
mance to its 1989 predecessor — only 
even faster! Similar, though, but not 
identical: Here's why. - 

In updating their twin contrarotat- 
ing crankshaft V4 engine for 1990 in 
search of more power without sacri- 
ficing the usability that has long.been 
the YZR500's trademark, Yamaha 
widened the angle between the two 
banks of cylinders to 80 degrees, in 
order to offer more space for bigger 
reed-valve boxes and thus better brea- 
thing. Slightly larger 35.5mm dual- 
body Mikuni carbs were fitted (36.5mm 
for Salzburgring), but unlike on the 








rival Suzuki which sported similar 
hardware, these were not of the power- 
jet variety which beefs up the midrange 
— the Yamaha already had a good 
spread of power without resorting to 
this. The eight-port cylinders (four 
transfers plus one boost port, matched 
toa single large exhaust port with twin 
supplementary ports) were revised, 
with round external castings and heads 
that trimmed a little weight, but 
rumors of carbon-coated pistons and/ 
or ceramic head inserts enabling the 
team to run sky-high compression 
ratios were just that, according to 
Rainey's chief mechanic Howard 
Gregory, who together with race 
engineer Mike Sinclair and back-up 
wrench Bernard Ansiau were respon- 
sible for looking after the title-winning 
machine, which remarkably enough 
didn't suffer a single mechanical 
breakdown in a race all season — no 
wonder the YZR500 has earned such 
a legendary reputation for reliability. 
“It’s certainly true that our bikes had 
a different exhaust note than the other 
Yamahas," admits Gregory, “more of 
à shriek at high revs which some 
people thought meant we had special 
engine internals compared to Garriga 
and Sonauto. But apart from the 
power-up kit we got at Laguna Seca 
(new pipes and cylinders with revised 
porting) which they had to wait till 
Assen to have, the bikes were the same 
specification, only we had our carbu- 
ration set up ideally every time, and 
the engine as close to perfect as it was 
possible to get, thanks to the feedback 
from the on-board computer system we 


used to set the bike up in practice. That 
made a big difference." 

Team Roberts was the first 500cc 
team to employ telemetry at race 
meetings, starting last season, and 
under computer wizards Tom O'Kane 
and Paul Treacy the facility really 
came into its own in 1990. Thanks to 
the on-board recorder, the team was 
able to reap full advantage from testing 
and qualifying sessions, removing the 
ramcard computer from the bike for 
the race to save weight. By this time, 
the data collected would have. enabled 
them to make dozens of changes in 
qualifying to both engine and espe- 
cially chassis specification in a self- 





evidently largely successful search for 
the optimum setup. Considering that 
the Ohlins inverted fork (with gold- 
coated sliders to resist carbon buildup 
from the front brakes) has no less than 
20 rebound and 18 compression set- 
tings, while the rear Ohlins shock has 
18 rebound and no less than 26 
compression positions, coupled with 
a range of offsets varying the trail from 
97 to 106mm and a choice of head 
inserts enabling the fork angle to be 
varied between 24.5 and 26 degrees, 
quite apart from the ability to alter the 
wheelbase or ride height at the rear, 
the need for telemetry to cope with the 
multi-adjustability of the modern 
factory GP racer could hardly be 
understated. Throw in anything up to 
a dozen development tires to be tested 
at each race as part of Michelin's 
ongoing test program, and the desire 


for more track time at each race 
becomes understandable — either that, 
or less so they can go private testing 
in between GP races! 

Rainey started the season in Japan 
with an updated version of the 1989 
Yamaha chassis, already debuted by 
factory tester Tadahiko Taira in the 
end-of-season Sugo international, 
boasting a shorter swingarm to move 
weight rearwards in search of 
improved traction and reduced weight 
transfer under braking, and a steeper 
front end geometry to improve the 
Yamaha's steering in turns. But 
though Rainey won that first race, he 
wasn't happy with the Yamaha's 








chassis behavior, especially compared 
to the more nimble Suzuki which 
emerged as his main rival for the title 
with Kevin Schwantz aboard, which 
also appeared to have the edge on top 
speed. However, it wasn't until the 
British GP at Donington, two-thirds 
of the way through the season, that 
Yamaha producéd a revised chassis for 
the YZR500, with the engine located 
lower in the frame and moved back- 
wards 15mm relative to the axles, and 
an adjustable swingarm pivot giving 
4mm variation up or down: after some 
experimentation, Rainey settled on the 
original setting, and likewise discarded 
the various power-up parts — often 








developed back in Japan with Taira 
— that appeared from time to time. 

“Apart from some titanium exhausts 
that came through for Czecho to try 
to save a bit of weight but were the 
same design as the ones we'd been 
using up till then, we ran the motor 
in Laguna Seca spec all season,” says 
Howard Gregory. “It hurt us giving 
horsepower away to the others, but at 
least it meant the bike was reliable — 
that's always been Yamaha's policy, 
and it paid off." 

That meant the carbon clutch deve- 
loped by the Roberts Team in conjunc- 
uon with brake supplier AP-Lockheed 
never progressed beyond the prototype 





stage, though it's still being worked 
on: Apparently one problem to be 
overcome is keeping the plates warm, 
because when they're cold, there's no 
drive, till they suddenly grip, with 
imaginable results! The problem of 
dust has to be addressed, too, though 
wear is very slight and this is not a 
serious factor. 

A damp but sunny autumn day at 
Snetterton provided less than ideal 
conditions to come to terms with 
Wayne's 160 bhp-plus weapon, but in 
a way it exposed the Yamaha's strong- 
est suit — its now famous usability. 
Having been honed and refined over 
the best part of a decade — during 
which it's gained four World Cham- 
pionship titles in total — the YZR500 
may not be the fastest or the most 
nimble bike in the GP pack, but it zs 
the best all-rounder. 

The Yamaha's impression of usabil- 
ity becomes immediately apparent as 
you trickle out of the pits onto a drying 
track, with enough wet patches still 
around to make intermediate tires the 
hot tip on a cool day. The Yamaha 
will drive from practically zero revs 
without slipping the clutch, yet when 
it comes into the powerband from as 
low as 6000 rpm upwards, the engine 
doesn’t explode into life — things just 
suddenly start happening a lot faster! 

Though Yamaha doesn’t yet have 
Honda’s three-way computerized link 
between throttle positions, revcounter 
and ignition to control the operation 
of their drum-type power-valve, the 
simpler Yamaha system is extremely 
effective in combination with the 
porting of the new cylinders, which 
for 1990 had revised mounting points 
to stop the boss cracking at the base 
of the casting, as well as a.new water 
system feeding cold water to the 
exhaust port from the twin-stack 
radiator: this reduced running temper- 
ature to a hyper-efficient 55 degrees, 
rising only to 65 degrees in the Le Mans 
or Donington cauldrons. A side choice 
of alternative opening curves for the 
power-valve is obtainable depending 
on what chip you fit to the Nippon- 
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denso computerized ignition, but as set 
up normally for Snetterton the valve 
opens very quickly from 7000-7500 
rpm, making for a smooth transition 
into the real powerband from 8000 rpm 
upwards. From there, the Yamaha just 
takes off, with the engine acceleration 
between 10,000 rpm and the 11,750 rev 
mark at which maximum horsepower 
of 165 bhp is produced literally mind- 
boggling — the revcounter needle 
flashes round the dial quicker than the 
eye can see — that is, if you happen 
to be doing anything so unwise as not 
to be looking at the road and trying 
to hang on for dear life as the Yamaha 
gets into its rocket-powered stride! 
Hanging on for dear life is some- 
thing you do a lot of in the lower gears 
till you realize the smart move is to 
short-shift at about 11,000 in the 


bottom three ratios exiting a tight 
corner like the Snetterton esses or 
Mickey Mouse chicane, simply to keep 
the front wheel more or less in semi- 
permanent contact with the ground. 
Last year's Yamaha liked to wheelie, 
too — but not to anything like the 
extent of this year's bike, with its 


. shorter swingarm and more rearwards 


weight bias, which reaches for the sky 
with the ease of an F-16 if you crank 
the throttle hard open at lower speeds. 

Unlike some recent works 500s, 
though, the Yamaha is exceptionally 
stable in a straight line and round fast 
sweepers, thanks no doubt to the 
relatively conservative steering geome- 
try the bike adopts — a 26-degree head 
angle as tested is quite unusual by 
today’s racing standards, more like a 
road bike than a racer, as too was the 
101 mm of trail employed with the 
offsets fitted. Rainey experiments 
constantly with the chassis geometry 
in race practice, using the offsets and 
eccentric inserts to vary the trail and 
head angle, so there’s no standard 
setting as such, but the range of 
adjustments offered by the Yamaha is 
much less extreme than the 22-24.5 
degrees and 80-90mm trail of today’s 
average race bike, which similarly has 
a more frontal weight bias than the 
Yamaha’s conservative | 53/4796 
balance. 

The result of all this is a bike that 
can’t be described as nimble, but also 
isn’t twitchy or nervous either, which 
has good traction at the expense of 
being front wheel happy under accel- 
eration in lower gears, and which 
thanks to the excellence of the Ohlins 
suspension and its computerized setup 
— sadly not available for our test day, 
which is probably just as well since 
it would have charted every one of my 
mistakes! — rides the many bumps to 
be found on Snetterton’s car-ravaged 








surface superbly. So when you hit one 
of those bumps flat out in fifth gear 
halfway down the straight, the 
Yamaha just rides it with scarcely a 
shrug of the shoulder, where a machine 
like the '89 Cagiva would have started 
to tie itself in knots, thanks to its steep 
head angle and minimal trail. Or again 
at the long fast right-hand sweeper at 
Coram, where the ’89 Honda NSR500 
would have determinedly, headed for 
the bushes under power thanks to its 
inbuilt understeer, the Yamaha held 
a tight line as bid — though it still 
takes some effort to stop the front end 
washing out as the power is fed in once 
the corner opens up. But the difference 
is that while the Honda would not 
have responded to a get tough policy, 
forcing the rider to close the throttle 
to bring it back into line and thus waste 
precious time, the Yamaha will. do 
what you tell it to do — only at the 
cost of some physical and mental 
effort. It’s the same in slower turns — 
the Yamaha can’t just be flopped on 
its side, then flipped upwards for 
acceleration like the dainty-handling 
Suzuki: it requires a conscious effort 
to pull it over into a turn, and then 
the same again in reverse on the exit, 
perhaps a trade-off for that conserva- 
tive steering geometry and the stable 
handling it produces. Sometimes, you 
can have too much of a good thing. 
The least predictable part is the way 
the bike suddenly falls on its side once 
you've heaved it over into a slow corner 
— the transition is quite abrupt, and 
is not ideal, especially when tracks like 
Jerez and Le Mans are starting to 
outnumber the likes of Salzburgring 
and Phillip Island! 

If the Yamaha’s low-speed handling 
is less than perfect, its poise in medium 
to fast corners compensates for this, 
and its stability under braking is 
superb: all it takes is a rider brave 

































enough to find the limits, which sure 
ain’t me! But much to my surprise, the 
actual braking performance of the bike 
was less than I expected, since the AP 
four-pot caliper and 320mm steel discs 
fitted to the bike for our test day had 
a very wooden feel, and needed a very 
hard squeeze to get effective stopping 
power. This is normally the least of 
your problems, even with a 300 kph 
rocket ship, thanks to today’s high 
level of braking technology, and AP 
steel discs Гуе tried on other bikes 
worked well. Maybe my extra weight 
compared to Rainey is a factor (though 
it didn’t seem so on his last year’s bike 
I tried), but overall the result was 
disappointing: the bike stops, but only 
at the expense of a lot of pressure, 
which after a few laps caused my arm 
to start pumping up. Rainey started 
the season with steel brakes, till one 
cracked in the first (rain-aborted) race 
at Misano — he was lucky the team 
was able to replace it for the final sprint 
which netted him overall victory — 
whereafter he used carbon brakes for 
the most part of the rest of the year. 
But the World Champion prefers the 
greater sensitivity of the steel discs, 
which leads me to be sure there was 
something wrong with the brake setup 
at Snetterton — sensitive they weren’t. 


Bad choice, maybe — or master 
cylinder size? Is this why Eddie Lawson 
opts for six-piston ISR calipers? 

But such criticism pales beside the 
Yamaha’s trump card — its flexible 
friend of an engine, torquey and usable 
from low down, though surprisingly 
reluctant to rev high: 12,600 rpm, and 
the V4 motor’s all done, unlike the 
Suzuki.and this year the Honda too 
which have a considerable overrev 
capability into the 13,000 rev range. 
There isn't a brick wall at that engine 
speed like on the Cagiva, only that the” 
engine just stops accelerating and 
holds its revs without the power falling 
off. No doubt this is one secret to 
Yamaha's reliability — their emphasis 
on producing more power low down 
and increasing rideability, rather than 
going for lots of revs and a stratos- | 
pheric overrev capacity. Effectively,/ 
what Yamaha has done is to move their 
powerband 1000 revs down the scale, 
resulting in less wear and stress on 
engine components, without sacrific- 
ing performance — well, not too much 
in relative terms, anyway! Faster 
though the Suzuki and Honda may 
have been, it was the Yamaha that took 
the title, and that speaks volumes for 
the bike that, like the Porsche 911, has 
become justly recognized as the best 
all-rounder of its generation. 

But whether that jack-of-all-trades 
approach to overall performance will 
be sufficient to enable Yamaha to hang 
on to the title in 1991 remains to be 
seen, though having won the cham- 
pionship in 1990 with a bike that was 
22 Ib. heavier than the Suzuki, itself 
scaling right on the 500cc class limit: 
Yamaha must be relishing the advent 
of the new 286 lb. minimum weight 
rule. That weight penalty was a 
significant factor in the YZR's lack of 
performance compared to the Honda 
and Suzuki this season, yet Rainey still 
won the title thanks to the bike's stable 
handling and sweet power delivery; 
especially in the midrange: usability“ 
defeated power. ý 

Though the extra pounds may have 
been a factor in the heavy handling: 
I discovered at Snetterton, this has; 
never been anything new with they 
YZR, which has won four titles thanks 
to Yamaha’s insistence on building a 
rugged bike that will finish races rather * 
than a lightweight one that won't. WHY? 
take quite some combination of rider 
and machine to stop them making it 
a fifth in 1991. ex^

Getting there is all the fun

LAS VEGAS, NV, NOV. 23-24 

f there’s more than one way to skin 
I a cat, then there's certainly more 

than one way to get to Las Vegas 
from Los Angeles. Sure, you can take 
the bus, or hop in the family truckster 
or fly the friendly skies, but anybody 
can do these. For the more adventurous, 
well, there is a better way — on dual 
sport motorcycles via dirt roads, 
sandwashes, canyons and, yes, even 
pavement. 

Sure, it might take a day or two 
longer to get there compared to your 
standard options, but who cares when 
you're having the time of your life. 
That’s what almost 400 riders decided 
to do at this year's Seventh Annual Los 
Angeles-to-Barstow-to-Las Vegas 
AMA District 37 Dual Sport ride. 

This year's course promised a 
longer-than-usual 530 miles in the 
saddle, which attracted riders from all 
over the United States and from as far 
away as South Africa. 

The dual sporters ranged in age from 
four years old to 69. They rode ever- 
ything from the latest BMW Paris 
Dakar model to а mongrel Yamaha 
built from leftover parts in a dealer’s 
service area, and their riding ability 
was as varied as their machines. 

. The only thing the 381 riders had 
in common was the promise of two 
days of dual sport riding and the great 
big smile that went with it. 

“T look forward to this all year. It's 





the best thing about Thanksgiving,” 
said Roy Coe, owner of the mix-and- 
match Yamaha. 

"It's hard to say what year my bike 
is. The oldest part is the rear wheel, 
it's a 74, but the basic bike's an '80. 
It's got over 2000 miles of dual sport 
events on it and this is its third B-to- 
V," said Coe. "I do this every year 
because it's fun. It's a no-pressure ride 
and all you've got to do is finish." 

The Honda XL600R ridden by 
South African entry Gary Smith had 
an equally colorful history. 

“I found it in the parking lot at the 
airport," said Smith. "I saw it when 
I arrived and it was still there a couple 
of months later when I dropped 
somebody off, so I found the registra- 
tion and phoned the owner in Mich- 
igan. It had been sitting there for two 
years and I paid him $400 for it. It's 
only got 3000 miles on it." - 

The L.A.-B-to-V event was so impor- 
tant that the rider from Durban, South 
Africa, overstayed his visitor's visa to 
make the starting date. 

"I've always wanted to ride B-to-V 
so I stayed here illegally to do it," said 
Smith. “They may never let me come 
back here now but there's no way I 
was going to miss the ride after coming 
all this way. It's a really big thing back 
home.” 

Among the most unusual starters 
were three dual sport sidehacks, 








including a Honda 600R piloted by 
three-time L.A.-B-to-V rider Lance 
Brown and his first-time co-rider 
Nancy Lucero. 

“It's the ultimate. It goes back to the 
old days when they used to desert race 
sidecars,” said Brown. “With a sidecar, 
it’s a pretty long distance. It’s pretty 
taxing but a lot of fun.” 

‘Tm not sure what to expect, but 
I've got my instructions," said co-rider 
Lucero. The instructions were painted 
on the sidecar above her handhold and 
it read, “Get in. Sit down. Shut up 
and hang оп.” 

The ride began shortly after dawn 
on the day after Thanksgiving. The 
riders headed out from the bustling 
sign-up area at Foothill Yamaha/ 
Kawasaki in Sunland, California, and 
were cruising the winding roads of the 
Angeles National Forest just minutes 
later. 

Veteran dual sporter Ron Cole hit 
the road early to keep his first-time 
L.A.-B-to-V buddy in front of the dust. 

"We started about 6:45 a.m. and 
apart from one person we passed three 
or four miles from the start, we haven't 
seen anybody all morning," said Cole 
when he stopped at check one, 80 miles 
into the first morning's ride. 

“The only thing we've seen was a 
bunch of deer, big beautiful ones, 
running down the road." 

The 80-mile route to the first check 
was about half pavement and half dirt, 
and the trail was familiar to some of 
the seasoned L.A. B-to-V riders. 

“We rode this part once before,” said 
Rolf Straumann. “It’s not a hard ride, 
but you've got to keep moving because 
there's a lot of miles to cover. If it was 
any harder we wouldn't make it to 
Barstow in time." 

"Day one was designed for a rider

of average ability. It could be com-

"We're here to support dual sport | 
riding and to try to help anybody out, Ё 
no matter what they're riding," said 
Honda's Chuck Miller, whose father # 
was riding in the event. і

The afternoon's ride headed north ` 
from the Angeles Forest and across the ' 
desert to Apple Valley, then continued ` 
north to the end of day one’s ride at | 
Barnes Honda/Yamaha in Barstow. ~~ 
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Early riders were checking in by 2:30 
p.m. and were greeted by an enthu- 
siastic group of wanna-be cheerleaders 
attempting an eight-person version of 
The Wave.” 

The riders were tired but almost as 
enthusiastic as the cheerleaders. 

“T was the ninth one in and I had 
a great day," said Dion Salfen. “I’ve 
never ridden this before, I normally 
ride the hare and hound race, but I'm 
a Super Senior now and I'm getting 
too old for that. The course today was 
really good and I liked the ride. I'm 
going to go dual sport from now on. 
It's more fun than the race because it's 
less competitive.” 

The first-time riders included 
Fresno, California's Donnie Simone, 
who was sporting the distinctive blue 
and white helmet of the USA ISDE 
team. 

"This is my first taste of dual 
sporting. I came to ride with my father 
who does this every year," said Simone. 
“105 fun so far." 

Another first-time entry was Roger 
Ansel, who is the amateur competition 
manager for the AMA. 

"I came out (from Ohio) for this ride 
because it's one of our National trail 
ride series. It's my first full fledged ride 
in California too," said Ansel. 

Greeting riders as they arrived at the 
end of day one, was Bill Powell, 
another rider from Ohio. 

“I was going to do both days, but 
I'm running a day late because they 
put me in the hospital in Yosemite on 
my way here," said Powell, who took 
a 10-day scenic route to the event from 
his home in Dayton. “Т came all this 
way — about 2250 miles — because 
we don't have a desert out where Fm 
from.

Raymond Alva was also greeting 
riders at the end of the first day. His 
ride was cut to less than one mile when 
mechanical gremlins attacked his bike. 

"I had to give up about a block from 
the start. It's only got 2000 miles on 
it, but it's making some really funny 
noises," said Alva. 

It was well after dark before the last 
riders straggled in to the check and 
hurried to motel rooms to get a good 
night's sleep in preparation for day 
two's 340-mile course. 

"Day two is a considerably longer 
day than we've had before, said Pilon. 
“We had requests from people saying 
day two was too easy and it wasn't long 
enough. I guess these were some of our 
more diehard riders. We wanted to 
change the course to put in some new 
terrain and we worked really hard with 
the BLM and the National Park 
Service. It's a great second day this year. 
We even run through Death Valley 
National Park.” 

Jerry Brenneman, who was riding 
a 1980 Yamaha DT125 in hopes of 
collecting the prize for the smallest 
bike, was: not looking forward to the 
second day. 

“Three hundred and forty miles is 
a long day's ride and on a little bike 
like this it won't be much fun," he 
said. : 

Day two promised highlights of a 
different kind for Patrick Hein and 
Renee Willis, riding two-up for the 
third year in a row. They planned to 
take time out to get married: before 
Saturday night's dual sport party. 

Riders were on the trail shortly after 
dawn for the second day in a row and 
worked hard to keep the pace steady 
throughout the long day ahead. 

Day two's course ran west from

Barstow to Johannesburg, through 
Pinnacles National Natural Land- 
mark and skirted Searles Dry Lake to 
a gas stop at Trona. 

The trail continued north to the 
ghost town of Ballarat then turned east 
for the run through Butte Valley, part 
of the Death Valley National Monu- 
ment. А one-mile side trip just before 
the National Monument offered a look 
at Barker Ranch, where Charles Man- 
son hid from the law, and a gas truck 
was waiting near Cinder Hill to get 
riders through the 138-mile section 
between gas stations. 

"Most of the course was challenging 
and interesting," said Jack Myrick. 

“Tt was harder than it's been before, 
with some rocky washes and things 
like that, but it was a very long day 
— too long, really." 

The run through Death Valley 
finished with the first of two “bail- 
outs" that allowed lagging riders to 
catch ир by short- cutting the course. 

The first bail-out rejoined the main 
trail at Tecopa and bail-out number 
two began immediately, heading north 
on the pavement to cross the Califor- 
nia/ Nevada border near Hidden Hills 
Ranch. 

"I got to Tecopa at 2:35 p.m. and 
they were starting to close the course," 
said Myrick. “They said only 25 
percent of us had made it through by 
then. I think some of the riders were 
probably disappointed. The course 
was just too long. I rode from 7:00 a.m 
to 5:00 p.m., 10 hours straight. I didn't 
take any breaks except for gas and I 
still finished in the dark." 

The course ran south to cross the 
border at Sandy, Nevada, and headed 
through Goodsprings on its way to the 
finish line at the Hacienda Hotel. 








"It was like a hare and hound at the 
end. I was racing in trying to beat the 
sun," said Myrick. “But I'll probably 
be back again. It's a fun ride and it's 
challenging.” 

Organizer Pilon said dual sporters 
should have another event to look 
forward to next year. 

“The BLM and the Forest Service 
were pleased with the way the event 
went. They said it worked out beau- 
tifully, so it looks good for next time,” 
said Pilon. 

“Day two was a bit too long but all 
the riders I talked to said it was the 
best dual sport event we've ever had 
in District 37." cN

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INTERVIEW National Hare Scrambles and Cross Country Champion — Scott Summers

bargained for. For the past five 

years, he had nothing on his mind 
but nabbing the AMA National Cham- 
pionship Hare Scrambles Series 
number one plate. 

In 1990, his dream came true when 
he clinched the championship in 
August, but for Summers, the season 
wasn’t over! He was also leading the 
Grand National Cross Country Cham- 
pionship Series, so another champion- 
ship number-one plate was well within 
his grasp. And before the year was over, 
not only did he own the National Hare 
Scrambles title, but he also held the 
National Cross Country title. It was 
a very prosperous year for the 22-year- 
old racer from Petersburg, Kentucky. 

“In the National Hare Scrambles 
Series, I went from National number 
11 in 1986, to number nine in '87, to 
number five in '88, and to number 
three in '89. These were all odd 
numbers, so I started thinking that 
1990 was going to be my year," said 
Summers. 

And it was his year. 

Of the two titles Summers earned in 
1990, he feels that the AMA National 
Hare Scrambles Championship means 
the most to him. 

"I think the National Hare Scram- 
bles is more prestigious, just because 
there are races out West, as. well as in

the East, and I think the motorcycle : 


industry takes it a little more seriously, 
too. But the Cross Country Series is 
perhaps just as hard to win.” 


((In order to win the 
championship, I had to 
beat Ed Lojak.?? 


When Summers says, “. .. just as 
hard to win," he indirectly means that 
in order to win the National Cross 
Country Championship he had to beat 
nine-time Cross Country champ Ed 
Lojak. In the history of the National 
Cross Country Series, no one other 
than Lojak had ever carried the 
number one plate. 

"In order to win the championship, 
I had to beat Ed Lojak,” said Summers. 
“You beat Ed and you had the cham- 
pionship, it was as simple as that. It's 
tough to go in there and beat him, 
though. He's got a lot of the tracks 
dialed, but Ed had a really bad year. 
He had a lot of problems, but you can 
never count him out. He did a great 
job winning last year after riding 
Husqvarnas for so long, then switch- 
ing to Yamaha and still being able to 
win races — that's pretty impressive. 
You have to take your hat off to him. 
It's amazing to win nine champion- 
ships in a row. He is just so consistent 
and he doesn't make a lot of mistakes. 
He's also in great shape; he turns it 
on when everybody else is too tired (to 
do so). He always has the reserve and 
that's real important." 

Even though Lojak was his biggest 
rival on the track, he was also his 
biggest asset. 

“Гуе learned a lot about how to ride 
from Ed. Like in the past five years, 
Ive slowly caught up to the point

where I can catch and ride with him]

Overall, Summers couldn't have} 
asked for a better year in the Cross] 
Country Series. 

"In the Cross Country Series, they 
count your eight best scores out of the, 
12races, and I won seven races. I almost 
had a perfect series. There wasn't 
anybody else who had more than one 
win. I only had one DNF all year long; 
which is pretty incredible when уой 
ride that many Nationals." 

Although Summers only won three 
rounds in the National Hare Scrambles 
Series, the championship came to him 
much easier than the Cross Country 
title. Summers' closest competitor in 
the Hare Scrambles Series was the 
defending champ, Scott Plessinger, 
But Plessinger was seriously injured| 
near the halfway point of the series in| 
a National in Idaho and had to сай 
it quits for the rest of the year. 

"Scott and I were pretty much neck 
and neck when he got hurt. We were 
almost tied in points. It was kind of 
a relief when Scott was injured; it was 
kind of like there wasn't as much 
pressure on me to perform. My strategy 
didn't change any after Scott got hurt; 
I still had to concentrate because there 
were still a bunch of guys who could've 
won the championship. I would've 
liked to see Scott not get hurt, I 
would've liked to have won the cham- 
pionship fair and square. I really 
didn't have that great of a year in the 
Hare Scrambles Series, I only won | 
three races, but I guess everybody else 
had a worse series than I did." 

Success didn't come overnight — 
Summers worked for it. 

“І think what made this year so 
successful for me, compared to last 
year, was that I took this year тоге 
seriously than before. I also rode ту 
bike more, and I learned from my 
mistakes in the past and tried not to 
make the same mistakes twice. I trained 
a lot more this year than I had in the 
past, and another big thing was that 
I didn't ride the ISDE this year. You 
know how much a headache preparing | 
for the Six Days is, going to Europe 
and all, and the qualifier series is so 
time consuming. I did ride the first | 
qualifier in Oklahoma, but I was | 
wishy-washy back then, and I wasn't | 
exactly sure what I wanted to do.

Perhaps Summers’ best move all year 
as his decision to stick with his 
onda ride after receiving many 
empting offers from other manufac- 
rers after last year’s season.

Summers gave Honda its first off- 
oad National Championship title(s) 

since 1970 when Jack McLane won the 
AMA National Championship 
Enduro title on a Honda. It is also the 








first time that anyone has won a 
National Cross Country or Hare 
Scrambles Championship aboard a 
four-stroke. 

As is the case with many off-road 
competitors, the Summers race team 
pretty much consists of two people — 
himself and friend/sponsor Fred 
Bramblett. 

"Fred practically went to all the 
races with me this year. Basically, Fred 
is my pit man, making sure I have gas,

Gatorade and stuff. He’s good for my 
motivation and he makes sure I keep 
my priorities straight. I pretty much 
did my own wrenching, but I never 
had to do any engine work, but when 
it comes to changing tires and keeping 
the cables lubed and all that kind of 
stuff, I did it all." 

As far as expenses, most of that 
comes out of his wallet: 

“I have 11 sponsors (Sports Town 
USA, American Honda, Super Trapp, 
White Bros., JT Racing, Fredette 
Racing Products, Bridgestone, Sprock- 
ett Specialists, Tsubaki, Maiers Manu- 
facturing and Camelback) and they've 
really helped me out a lot, and I do 
almost all of my traveling in my van. 
I flew to the California National (Hare 
Scrambles) and drove to all of the other

races. We racked up a lot of miles on 
the van this year.” 

То make a busy year even busier, 
Summers recently teamed up with 
American Honda's Bruce Oglive and 
Chuck Miller in the Baja 1000 last 
month. Then, immediately following 
Baja, Summers hopped on an airliner 
and flew to Athens, Ohio, to compete 
in the final National Hare Scrambles 
of the year, even though he had already 
clinched the title. 

“We got fourth down in Baja, which 
was a disappointment for us since we 
were looking for the win. Those desert 
guys are tough. It’s a lot different down 
there; you have to make decisions 
really quick and read the terrain twice 
as fast as I'm used to. You average 
about 60 mph down in Baja, we 
probably only average about 30-35 
mph back here. I flew back to Ohio 
the day after Baja to ride the last round 
of the Hare Scrambles Series. I didn't 
do very well there, but luckily it didn't 
matter for me. I went just for the sake 
of being there; it always looks good 
to try to win the last race of the season. 
At least I made an effort.” 

When Summers isn't racing, he has 
plenty of interests to pass the time away. 

“I like to Jet Ski in the summertime, 


ride my mountain bike a little bit, I 
have a (Honda) Interceptor street bike, 
and I like to run about every other day. 
I like race training oriented kind of 
stuff.” 

Life isn’t all fun and games for 
Summers. Like most of us, he holds 


- down a full-time job.

“My father is a manufacturer’s 
representative in a small family-owned 
business here at our house, we do 
contract processing. Im the vice 
president of the corporation. I pretty 
much oversee what happens here at the 
house. Luckily, my work schedule is 
real flexible. I have a lot of time to 
spend training or riding. We have 100 
acres here at the house and I have my 
own practice course. I can spend a lot 


'of time on my bike and that makes 


a lot of difference.” 

As far as next year’s plans are 
concerned, Summers will defend his 
titles, but doesn’t plan on making too 
many changes, except that he’ll be 
carrying the number one plate. 

You might say that Scott Summers 
is now the hare that everyone wants 
to catch. cN

Bayle dominates in Paris

PARIS, FRANCE, NOV. 28-29 & DEC. 1-2 
or years Jean-Michel Bayle has 
Ё watched Americans dominate the 
Paris Supercross in his own back 
yard. But this year the Frenchman 
turned the tables on his American foes 


and captured the King of Bercy crown 
in devastating fashion, winning three 
of the four 250cc main events in the 
Palais Omnisports. 

Only American Camel Supercross 





Champion Jeff Stanton prevented a 
complete sweep by Bayle when he won 
the final night of competition. Stan- 
ton’s third-place finishes in the pre- 
vious mains were good for second 
overall. 

The Paris Supercross has become a 
four-day extravaganza and attracts 
nearly all of the American stars as well 
as many of the top Europeans. The 
riders race two nights in a row with 
a one-day break before the event 
concludes on the weekend. Elaborate 
opening ceremonies introduce the stars 
to the sellout crowds, who are ‘then 
treated to a night of supercross racing 
in the tight confines of an arena. 

For the first time 125cc racing was 
added to the program, and Belgian 
Stefan Everts captured the first Prince 
of Bercy crown over many of the top 
American 125cc Regional Supercross 
Series regulars. 

Another new twist to the show was 
that the track left the main arena via 
a straightaway in the service tunnel. 
A hairpin turn led the riders onto 
another straight to bring the riders 
back into view. Spectators were able 
to watch the action there on huge video 
screens. In the main arena, obstacles 
were being hit at much higher speeds 
than ever before. 


Wednesday 


The top five finishers in each of two 
heats transferred directly to the final, 
and the first 250cc heat was a walkover 
for Guy Cooper. Doug Dubach 
demoted Yves Demaria for second on 
the final lap. 

Bayle made short work of John Van 
den Berk and Stanton to win the other 
heat. Jeff Ward advanced from a last- 
place start to put pressure on Stanton 
in the final laps, and when Stanton 
made a mistake over the difficult triple 
jump he surrendered second without 
a fight. Donny Schmit, racing for the 
first time since having a knee opera- 
tion, passed Van den Berk on the final 
lap to claim fourth. 

German Bernd Eckenbach was des- 
perate to be one of the top two riders 
who would transfer to the final from 
the Last Chance Qualifier, and his 
attacks on the big jumps kept taking 
him ahead of a more cautious Mike 
Kiedrowski, who had crashed in turn 
one of the first heat. Eckenbach tired 
near the end and a poor run through 





the whoops allowed Pedro Tragter t 
take the runner-up spot. 

A relatively poor start for Bayle saved 
the 250cc final from being a boring 
affair. Ward, Van den Berk and Stan- 
ton got the best starts and were able 
to establish a cushion while Bayle 
looked for a way around Pekka| 
Vehkonen. 

He soon found it and followed 
Stanton around Van den Berk. Ward| 
was already the entire length of the 
stadium ahead before a desperate Bayle| 
flew by Stanton over the triples. 

Bayle, vehemently encouraged by 
the crowd, could only pull in a few 
feet on Ward on some laps. But, with 
three quarters of the race run, Ward 
suddenly began to make mistakes and 
Bayle closed relentlessly. Two laps 
from the end Ward couldn't prevent 
him from taking the lead and the rest 
of the race was a formality. 

Stanton did nothing more than he 
needed to keep Dubach at arm's length, 
while Cooper, Kiedrowski and Tragter 
were similarly spread out from the 
early stages. 

Van den Berk quit after six laps and 
said, “I landed badly twice on the same 
lap and wrenched my right wrist.” 

Schmit had fallen in the first turn 
and spent the entire race playing catch- 
up. He eventually finished eighth. 

Denny Stephenson ran away with 
the first 125cc heat, while Dean Matson 
passed Jeff Emig to win heat two. 
Brian Swink got the holeshot in the 
LCQ and survived a crash two laps 
from the end when he landed on a hay 
bale and was actually thrown back on 
the bike for the win. 

Jerome Belval, Emig, Matson and 
Swink were at the front of the pack 
at the start of the final, but by the end 
of lap two Rob Herring had left Bob 
Moore well behind and passed all four 
front-runners. After five laps Herring 
had a seemingly insurmountable lead 
when Matson crashed out. 

Everts and Stephenson -had crashed 
together exiting the first corner and 
were still at the back of the pack, while 
Greg Albertyn had passed Emig to take 
second. The order stayed the same until 
after half distance when Herring 
suddenly stopped attacking the track 
due to arm pump. 

Two laps from the end Albertyn 
pounced on Herring, while Everts hàd 
really been moving and jumped past 
Emig for third. The front two were too 
far ahead, and Albertyn cruised to the 
win. But Herring, struggling to hold 
on, slacked off too much and fell to 
Everts with less than half a lap to go. 
Emig just held off Michael Craig for 
fourth, while Stephenson made a late 
pass on Moore to claim sixth. 


Thursday 


Everyone was back for day two with 
the exception of 500cc World Cham- 
pion Eric Geboers, who crashed in the 
previous night's main and broke his 
collarbone, and Jeff Matiasevich, who 
pulled out due to a previous injury. 

The heats emphasized that passing 
would be very difficult until the track 
got rough. In the most exciting 250cc 
class heat, Dubach nudged Bayle in the 
first turn to move alongside the 
Frenchman, but he had the outside line 
in the following corner and Bayle put 
Dubach on the ground. 

Although Bayle also went down, he 
recovered with impeccable speed over 
all of the obstacles on any lines to 
finish a remarkable second behind 
Stanton. Dubach caught fifth-place 
Vehkonen in the final corner, but his 
attempt to push his way into the final 
transfer position was unsuccessful. 
Dubach came back to control the LCQ 
from start to finish. 





The main event was merely а for- 
mality for Bayle as he led from start 
to finish. Once he had a comfortable 
lead, he never had to exert himself. 

Van den Berk held second on lap 
one before Cooper flew by. Cooper 
handed the place back a lap later when 
he crashed in the whoops. 

That left Dubach and Stanton to 
quickly demote the Dutchman on lap 
four. However the two Americans were 
never close enough to engage in battle 
and Dubach finished second about a 
quarter of a lap behind Bayle. 

Ward had been put out of contention 
when he clashed with Stanton on the 
outside of the first turn, but he 
gradually worked his back through the 
pack. When Cooper stalled in the 
tunnel, Ward moved to fourth and the 
first three were too far gone for him 
to improve any further. 

Colin Dugmore rode a sensible race 
to finish sixth, and only seventh-place 
Edwin Evertsen stayed on the lead lap. 
Eckenbach, who had earlier offered 
suff resistance to Ward, might have 
been eighth but he was too gentle- 
manly in making way for Bayle when 
being lapped and both Vehkonen and 
Schmit took advantage to pass him. 
Schmit started last after getting pushed 
out in the first turn. 

At the start of the 125cc final Swink 
got the holeshot but was down to fifth 
before the end of lap one as Belval and 
Frederick Vialle led the charge past 
him. Albertyn fell in the hairpin at the 
end of the service tunnel, delaying 
other riders which included Everts, 
then Emig also crashed his way to the 
back of the pack. 

Within five laps all of the lead pack 
except Craig had hit the ground at 
some point. Belval crashed hard in the 
whoops on lap two, Buddy Antunez 
almost went into the arena wall while 
trying to go around Vialle before he 
finally forced his past a lap later. 
Swink lost it at the end of the whoops, 
then both Antunez and Vialle fell in 
separate incidents on the same lap and 
Craig was gifted a big lead when 
second-place Patrick Bolley crashed in 
the whoops. 

Behind Craig the pack was so close 
that at one stage of the race there were 
14 riders in the service tunnel and only 
Craig in sight. Amidst all the action 
Albertyn had come through from last 
to fourth before he displaced Daniel 
Obelisco to finish third. Albertyn’s 
effort exhausted him, but Antunez 
found new strength and relentlessly 
closed on Craig, who was feeling the 
strain of racing alone for so long. With 
one lap to go, the two were together 
but Craig just held on for the win. 


Saturday 


Normally the direction of the track 
is reversed during the break, but the 
layout this year didn’t allow that so 
the whoops were merely sharpened. 
The added severity improved racing. 

Several of the 250cc class riders 
dropped out. Schmit didn’t want to 
risk damaging his knee and pulled out, 
Dugmore had to watch with a badly 
swollen right hand due to a sprained 
wrist suffered in Thursday night's 
action, and Van den Berk was forced 
to withdraw under the threat of 
dismissal from the Chesterfield Suzuki 
team. The Dutchman had ridden the 
first two days against the orders of his 
team manager Michele Rinaldi, and a 
fax arrived for him at noon Saturday 
which threatened him with dismissal 
for breach of contract if he continued 
to participate in the Paris race, which 
was co-sponsored by Camel. 

Action on the track heated up as well 
when the Americans tried to stop 
Bayle. The renewed vitality of Stanton,

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Jeff Stanton prevented a clean sweep by Bayle when he won the main event on 
the final day. Stanton finished third in the other mains for second overall. 


Jeff Ward was leading Saturday’s main event by a large margin when he was forced 
to release his bike in midair. Ward finished second on the first and last days. 


Kiedrowski and Cooper was plain to 
see, though Bayle still won his heat 
after taking the holeshot. Dubach was 
forced into the LCQ, which he led all 
the way, but the race was controversial. 

Eckenbach had battled his way to 
second in the LCQ, but with two laps 
remaining he crashed going into the 
tunnel and landed unconscious in the 
middle of the narrow track. Although 
he -was able to walk away a few 
minutes later, the red was correctly 
shown so that the medical staff could 
reach him. 

Dubach and his chasers ignored the 
red flag to complete the full distance. 
Officials argued with Dubach, who 
then stormed off angrily without a 
penalty. 

However, the officials chose to 


penalize Vehkonen for a block pass on 
Frenchman Yannig Kervella, which 
many experts felt was a perfectly fair 
move. Vehkonen was disqualified after 
finishing second at the red flag, but 
he wouldn’t have qualified anyway. 
Second went to Eckenbach since the 
results after a red flag are from the 
previous lap. The German was too 
shaken to compete, so only 12 riders 
went to the line for the main. 

Ward grabbed the holeshot at the 
start of the main, while Bayle took 
second from Cooper through the 
whoops. Cooper quickly dove back 
under the Frenchman when Bayle 
made an unsuccessful attempt to 
swoop past Ward at the entrance to 
the tunnel. 

It took Bayle two laps to find another

way around Cooper, who immediately 
shot off the track in the whoops. But 
by this time Ward had a big lead, while 
Stanton was looking for a way past 
Dubach as he moved up from a 
seventh-place start. 

At the halfway point everything 
happened. Ward was thrown off line 
approaching the triple and imme- 
diately let his Kawasaki go while he 
was still going up. 

“As soon as I took off I knew I was 
headed for a landing in the hay bales, 
so I let it go," said Ward, who made 
a perfect landing on his feet from high 
up in the air. His bike, however, was 
too badly damaged for him to 
continue. 

At the same time, Stanton had cut 
inside Dubach, but half a lap later the 
American challenge to Bayle was over. 
Stanton, who was on Bayle's rear 
wheel, got crossed up over a jump and 
slithered to the ground on the back side 
of it. Dubach had to go around him 
and Bayle was clear. 

Kervella fell in front of Bayle in the 
tunnel as he was being lapped which 
let Dubach catch up. Kiedrowski

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pulled over as he was lapped and Bayle 
scored win number three. After chasing 
Dubach hard, Demaria lost it in the 
whoops and another fall gave third 
back to Stanton. 

For the first time the 125cc class had 
to play the sideshow. Vialle crashed 
in the whoops after taking the hole- 
shot, and every Frenchman in the race 
also went down there within five laps. 
Albertyn crashed twice, in some 
whoops on lap one and later after he'd 
recovered to sixth. 

Antunez led for most of the race, but 
both he and Herring, who had made 
a first-lap surge from midpack, had to 
submit to Everts before the finish. 
Stephenson eventually broke clear of 
a battle with Emig to almost snatch 
third from Herring at the flag. Craig 
went out with a strained groin muscle 
while running seventh.

Belval was disqualified and 
didn’t appear again. 

In the last 125cc final, the French 
led away once again but when Vialle 
and Obelisco collided while disputing 
the lead, Everts was there to take over 
for his second win which also clinched 
the Prince of Bercy title. His way to 
the front had been made easier as 
Antunez fell on the first lap and 
Herring on lap twoas he tried to sweep 
around the leading Frenchmen. 

Ward, Stanton and Bayle raced clear 
of the pack in the final race of the four- 
day festival, and they were side by side 
from turn one to the second corner. 
Bayle was in the worst position there 
and exited fifth behind Demaria and 
Cooper. Ward had grabbed the advan- 
tage over Stanton. 


Demaria soon disappeared when he 
crashed, while Stanton raced past 
Ward through a series of jumps. 
Cooper and Bayle battled until the 
Frenchman went ahead in the whoops, 
but Cooper regained the advantage 
with the faster outside line over a series 
of jumps. 

By the third lap Bayle had estab- 
lished his supremacy over Cooper and 
set off after the two Americans. To the 
dismay of the crowd he could only 
close slightly on Ward, but not at all 
on Stanton as the Camel Supercross 
and 250cc National champ raced away 
to victory. Ward closed on Stanton near 
the halfway point, but then Stanton 
got through traffic quicker and in the 
end Ward had to look over his shoulder 
at Bayle who had never given up hope. 
Dubach passed Cooper for fourth and 
Kiedrowski came close at the end to 
pushing Cooper back another

or the second year in a row, Team 
F Green’s Larry Roeseler scored the 

overall and 250cc class win at the 
for-A-riders-only Los Ancianos Motor- 
cycle Club’s Tecate 250K Enduro. It 
was also his third Tecate win in the 
last four years. Roeseler, who was 
riding with a broken wrist, edged out 
AMA National Reliability Enduro 
Champion Dave Bertram by just one 
point after the 150-mile-plus, three- 
loop enduro. The Kawasaki KX250- 
mounted Roeseler dropped a total of 
12 points to Bertram’s 13. 

"I was in a lot of pain," said 
Roeseler. “I fractured my wrist a week 
ago and it really hurt out there; I really 
didn’t think I was going to win. There 
were sections out there I just couldn’t 
ride aggressively enough, but overall 
I had a great time and the course was 
just awesome. The club did another 
super job." 

"I really wanted to win this one," 
said Bertram, who won the Tecate 
Enduro in 1986. “I haven't had a whole. 
lot of luck this year, so I wanted to 
finish the year strong. But you have 
to hand it to Larry, he's tough to beat. 
I don't mind getting beat by him." 

Bertram, who was piloting a 1991 
production Suzuki RMX250, was two 
points down on Roeseler following the 
first two loops, as the riders came into 
the famous Mag 7 one-hour lunch 
break. In the last section, Bertram 
poured on the gas and dropped just 
one point, which ended up being the 
lowest score in the section. However, 
it wasn't enough to catch Roeseler, 
despite the Kawasaki rider burning a 
check in the last section. 











"I should've had Roeseler," said 
Bertram. “I missed about four or five 
checks throughout the day by just.a 
few seconds. I made some mistakes by 
getting caught in the dust, in bottle- 
necks, and I had one guy loop out in 
front of me on a hill, which cost me 
one point at the next check. But I'm 
sure everyone had little problems like 
I did." 

Finishing third overall was KTM's 
Jimmy Lewis. Lewis, who was riding 
a 125cc mount on minute one, was 
hoping to use his early start time to 
his advantage, hoping this year's 
Tecate Enduro would be as dry and 
dusty as last year's enduro. Although 
this year's event was fairly dry, dust 
wasn't as much of a factor as last year's 
enduro. Lewis finished three points 
behind Bertram with a score of 16, but 
claimed the 125cc class victory. 

Motocrosser Ty Davis surprised a lot 
of enduro riders with a fourth place 
overall and first place in the Open class 
performance at Tecate with 20 points 
dropped. However, his lack of time- 
keeping experience and, not to men- . 
tion, timekeeping equipment, 
thwarted what quite possibly could’ve 
been a first-place overall ride for the 
125cc Western Regional Supercross 
Champion. Keying off other riders, 
Davis, who was riding a Honda XR600 
four-stroke, was plagued by burned 
checks and late points at zeroable 
checks throughout the enduro. 

Losing out to Davis on the tiebreak- 
ers was Illinois’ Jeff Fredette, who also 
carded a 20 for fifth overall and second 
place in the 125cc class.

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INTERVIEW World Champion Alessandro Puzar 


Mystery 
man

hen Alessandro Puzar sensibly 
Were the Unadilla Valley 

Sports Center circuit at the U.S. 
Grand Prix to clinch the 250cc MX 
World Championship, he became the 
first Italian to ever win a World MX 
utle outside of the 125cc class. 

The hard work had already been 
done in the first half of the season as 
the 21-year-old from Ceva, in the 
district of Cuneo near Turin in north- 
ern Italy, won 11 of the first 13 motos 
in the World Champioship 250cc MX 
Series. ; 

Even though “Sandro,” the short 
form of his name used in his family, 
has been in the top four in the World 
Championship MX GPs for three years 
now, he remains very much the mys- 
tery man of the MX GP scene. 

Puzar’s provincial upbringing has 
cultivated a dislike of slick city life, 
and, a happy-go-lucky type when 
relaxing away from the serious bus- 
iness of winning motocross races, he 
has a winning charm without any 
tinge of the brashness which is so often 
evident in youthful sporting talent. 

Learning English simply doesn’t fit 
into Puzar’s lifestyle at the present 
time, and this inevitably creates a 
barrier between the most talented 
European motocrosser of the year and 
the non-Italian media. It is a problem 
that his team manager in the Chester- 
field Suzuki team is fully aware, for 
Michele Rinaldi was in the very same 
position when he first burst onto the 
world scene with TGM and Gilera. In 
the absence of an Italian-speaking 
team boss to help him out of the 
predicament when he inevitably 
moved to a Japanese firm to win the 
125сс title in 1984, Rinaldi did his 
lessons well and now assists as an 
interpreter for foreign journalists. 

It was as a 14-year-old that Puzar 
first took to motocross racing on an 
Italian-built 50cc Aim at the Pinerolo 
track not far from his home. Three 
years later, after steady progress 
through the ranks and with a crowd- 
pleasing range of clickers in his 
repertoire, Puzar was sent on the GP 
trail by the Italian KTM importer and 
he immediately stood out as a teenager 
to watch. 

The first 125 GP of 1986 was in 
southwest France, and it rained. The 
hot Dutch teenage duo of Dave Strij- 
bos, who would go on to win the title 
that year, and John Van den Berk hit 
trouble in the mud. Pekka Vehkonen 
won that day, while a new French kid 
named Jean-Michel Bayle scored a fifth 
in race two. 

Bayle had finished 12th in the 
opening moto, and four places ahead 
of him was Puzar. Regular points are 
always difficult in a rider’s first GP 
season, but Puzar kept piling them up, 
eventually totalling a highly- 
creditable 51 for 18th in the series. He 
finished five places ahead of Bayle and 
with almost twice as many points. 

The highlights had been a fourth 
place at the rugged Dalecin track in 
Czechoslovakia, and fourth overall at 





Laubus-Eschbach in Germany, where 
he finished second in race two. That 
earned him a ride at the Munich 
Supercross where he finished fourth in 
a race won by Johnny O’Mara. But 
even better finishes were to come. 

The Genova Superbowl in 
November of '86 was a round of the 
FIM Rodil Championship, and Puzar 
astounded one and all when he won 
the Sunday final in the doubleheader 
event just days after his 18th birthday. 

This string of excellent results 
should have been the springboard for 
a top-10 ranking in GP competition 
in 1987, but it was not to be. Just one 
top-six finish all season and 23rd in 
the World Championship 125cc MX 
Series was a bitter disappointment. By 
halfway through the season the KTM 
importer was not even prepared to let 
him go to the remaining GPs after he 
failed to qualify a couple of times. 

So what went wrong? 

"T let the successes of 1986 go to my 
head," says Puzar. "I thought I had 
made it, and let my training and 
commitment slip. It doesn't matter 
how much talent you have, you can't 
be a champion without a lot of effort. 
I guess a lot of teenagers have to learn 
that. In the winter of 1987/88 I trained 
hard and my results speak for 
themselves.” 














































Indeed they do. A third in the Italian 


‘mud of Castiglione, and a sixth place 


from a terrible start in the sand at 
Belgium were a marvelous start. His 
only five rounds guaranteed him the 
number four plate for 1989. 

After American Rodney Smith gave 
Rinaldi a bronze medal in his first 
season as a team manager in 1988, he 
persuaded his backers, Chesterfield, 
that it would be a sound investment 
to race in both 125 and 250cc classes 
in 1989. Rinaldi then signed Puzar to 
ride the white Suzukis in the smaller 
class. 

But the Japanese decided that they 
wanted bikes in their corporate yellow 
to be in front in the GPs and gave all 
the factory bikes in the class to the rival 
team managed by Sylvain Geboers. 
However, hot favorite Dave Strijbos 
got hurt and so did every other member 
of the official team. 

After victory in the prestigious pre- 
season Italian Open Series, Puzar was 
widely tipped as Strijbos' most serious 
rival. They matched each other point 
for point at the Italian opener, and 
Puzar was twice victorious їп Portugal 
even before Strijbos was put out of 
action. 

It was a few more weeks before the 
rest of the Geboers team were sidelined 
and the orders came to supply the all- 








important special parts to Puzar, but 
the title had already been lost to 
Trampas Parker and KTM in Holland. 

A first corner collision in the opener 
had seen Puzar start dead last but move 
up to eighth despite an injured arm. 
In the second race he stormed to the 
front until forced to stop to change a 
flat tire before another barnstorming 
charge to 11th. t 

That day at Oss in Holland, Parker 
scored 35 points and Puzar 13, a 
difference of 22. The difference at the 
end of the year was 16 points. 

Two half seasons don’t make a year 
but the domination of Puzar through 
the second half of 1989 and the first 
half of 1990 should not be overlooked. 

From the second race in Czechoslo- 
vakia in '89 until the second race in 
France last summer, Puzar competed 
in 24 GP motos. He won 18 of them, 
was second in four, finished fourth 
after starting last at Maggiora, and had 
one DNF in England. Only Torsten 
Hallman in 1962-63 has ever had a 
more successful streak. 

In the races which followed his early 
season dominance in 1990, Puzar was 
more content to accumulate the points 
to clinch the title, but it was a bitter 
disappointment to him that he was 
robbed of the chance to secure the title 
in front of thousands of Italian sup- 





porters at the Swiss GP. A win in race 
two at Rothenthurm would have given 
him the title there, but instead of that 
the Italian failed to start after the Clerk 
of the Course refused to recall what 
was plainly an unsatisfactory start and 
Puzar, who had been one of those left 
sitting behind a gate which did not 
fall, declined to take part in a handicap 
race when he was in no way to blame. 

What made Puzar so good in 1990? 

"Experience has taught me a lot," 
he said. “It is necessary to concentrate 
on details, because no matter how good 
you are, you can always get better. My 
physical training has also been more 
intensive than ever. I know that I am 
in better shape physically than any 
other rider in the race, and that also 
gives me a mental advantage. I am 
confident to force myself in situations 
where I might have backed off before. 
The competition in GP racing is 
intense and you must be determined 
to win when you go into a corner 
together with another rider.” 

That determination was never more 
ably demonstrated than at the Dutch 
GP. In the treacherous Markelo sand, 
Puzar should not have stood a chance 
against the local stars even when fully 
fit. And he went into the race on pain 
killers after damaging knee ligaments 
during a practice session one week 
earlier. Yet by the end of the day he 
had won both motos. While everyone 
else was physically shattered, Puzar 
looked as though he could have gone 
on for another 45 minutes! 

His first World Championship title 
in the bag, Puzar is looking forward 
to defending the crown in 1991. 

“І wasn't sure if it was the right 
thing to do at first when I switched 
from the 125s to the 250s last winter," 
Puzar said, “after all, I had not won 
the 125cc title. But Michele (Rinaldi) 
made the decision and he was right. 
You must have the courage to move 
to where the top riders are, and I believe 
that that is the 250cc class. I was sorry 
to leave the environment of the 125s, 
but I have no desire to return now. 
I am also not interested in the 500s. 
I think the 250cc class is the future and 
that in a few years time all of the top 
riders will be racing there. I will be 
ready for them!” 

But before that the 250cc World 
Champion had a six-race series against 
the best in the world from all three 
GP classes and the American National 
scene, namely the Masters of 
Motocross. 

"Iam looking forward to the Masters 
very much," Puzar said before the 
series began in October. “It is an 
exciting prospect to ride in races on 
different types of track - traditional 
outdoor motocross such as Maggiora, 
the beach race in Holland and Super- 
cross in Europe, America and Japan 
- against all of the other top motocross 
riders in the world." 

Puzar was in contention for the 
Masters title until he crashed on the 
first lap of the second-to-last round in 
Japan and finished last. He was forced 
to miss the final round of the series 
„due to testing commitments and ended 
up in a three-way tie for fourth in the 
final standings behind Rick Johnson, 
Jean-Michel Bayle and series champ 
Jeff Stanton. 

The last rider to dominate like Puzar 
did in 1990 was Bayle who had a 
devastating season in '89. After that 
Bayle headed for the U.S. to prove 
himself against the Americans. Puzar, 
on the other hand, has no desire to 
follow Bayle to America. 

“Coca-Cola is my favorite drink, but 
I don’t think I would enjoy the chaotic 
life style in the American cities,” says 
Puzar. “I love Italy and I love the life 
in the countryside too much!" єх

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DIRT TRACK The SoCal Speedway scene 


Southern California says, 






“Bye, Class C flat track,” now speedway rules!

hen Ascot closed, AMA racing 
We its last, best, and only Class 

C caliber oval dirt track in 
southern California. 

But growing in the shade of famous 
Ascot and its Rolling Thunder half- 
mile show are half a dozen smaller 
Class A speedway tracks dotted around 
the lower left corner of America. Now 
the Ascot crowd turns to them for their 
racing needs. There is no other choice. 
The question is, can speedway fill the 
gap? 

To find out we went to “Speedway 
Central," Ken Maely’s Hotshoe Manor 
near Corona, California. Ken's little ad 
in Cycle News promises “Everything 
for Speedway," and it's no lie. From 
steel shoe to new and used speedway 
bikes, methanol racing fuel to a well 
groomed 10th-mile practice track out 





back, Maely’s is the one-stop shop for 
every speedway racer’s need. 

What would he advise a young racer 
who wants to be a speedway star? “Get 
a used speedway bike to start with,” 
says Ken. “Even a 10-year-old ESO has 
more power than you can imagine.” 

Speedway technology hasn't 
changed much over the decades. They 
always were full-out race bikes, built 
for just the one job: World Class 
professional dirt track power sliding. 

“With about $2000 worth of equip- 
ment, you can run a season or two and 
see how you like it,” Maely says. He 
offers used bikes for under $1000 and 
the all important left foot steel slider, 
the hotshoe — for $85 with a lifetime 
guarantee (Ken’s lifetime, that is). 

Time on the practice track costs $25 
a day per rider. The track is a duplicate 








of the popular Orange County Fair- 
ground speedway. 

After learning the fine art of crossed- 
up power control and the faster ways 
of getting around a 10th-mile dirt oval, 
you can go racing up to five nights 
a week in season without leaving the 
Los Angeles area. “Just don’t expect 
to win a lot of money at it," Ken 
cautions. At Orange County Speedway 
last week 24 racers tried to qualify for 
a purse of only $4000 with $500 of that 
going to the sidecar winners. 

The several local speedway race 
promoters are fiercely independent 
entrepreneurs. Most of their events 
are AMA sanctioned. They run a fast 
paced program of pure heads-up 
racing that the crowd loves. It's a 
family crowd, albeit a slightly rowdy 
family. 





Fans fill the small stadiums right to 
the edge of the track where the dirt 
flies in their faces. These are not car 
tracks like most Class C venues, so the 
spectators can get up closer to the 
action. 

What you see is the purest form of 
flat track racing — no brakes, no 
groove, no mercy. Crashes are fre- 
quently spectacular but seldom fatal. 
Run in snappy four-lap elimination 
races, the show builds interest to the 
main event climax. 

"They don't call it Class A for 
nothing!" enthuses one female fan. 

Lacking factory backing and expen- 
sive promotion, speedway will remain 
our little secret. The sport was bigger 
than Class C once (still is, in the rest 
of the world) and can be again if the 
right combination is ever found. €N

before the green flag drops. The 
actual handlebar-banging and dirt- 
flinging action that takes place on the 
track between the green and checkered 
flag is sometimes just a mere drop in 
the bucket when striving for that 
number one trophy.

One of the longest and most gruel- 
ling off-road motorcycle races in the 
world is the Baja 1000. Sure, there 
might be longer races, such as the 
month-long Paris-to-Dakar Rally, but 
in those kinds of competition there is 
ample time to make repairs and replace 
broken parts or even complete engines. 
But in the Baja 1000, as soon as the 
green flag drops, the- ticking of the 
clock doesn't stop until the checkered 
flag waves. There's absolutely no time 
to make repairs. Five minutes wasted 
to replace a worn out sprocket can 
easily cost you a win, or even a 
finisher's pin. 

So how does one go about prepping 
a bike for the Baja 1000? 

To answer that question, we con- 
tacted the folks at Kawasaki Team 
Green who are well-known for their 
success at the Baja 1000, and asked 
them what they do to prep their race 
bikes. 

The knowledge that Team Green 
has acquired over the years competing 
in the Baja 1000 is obviously being put

to good use and their record shows it. 
Since 1987, when Kawasaki first 
officially competed in the Baja 1000, 


` they've won the event three times, 1988, 


'89 and '90, a feat that can't be taken 
lightly. Much of what Team Green 
does to its bikes can apply to any 
motorcycle. And remember, you might 
think that you'll never race the Baja 
1000, but the same know-how used to 
win Baja can be put to good use at 
local enduros, hare scrambles, hare and 


` hounds, and even trail rides. 


Team Green's James Degain 
arranged for us to ride a 1990 Kawasaki 
KX250 that was prepped by ace wrench 
Skippy Norfolk for the 1990 Baja 1000. 
Shortly after the race, Norfolk made 
the transition from Team Green to 
Honda's Pro Support MX Team as 
Jeremy McGrath's personal mechanic 
for 1991. 


Garage time 


Starting from scratch, Norfolk com- 
pletely stripped down the stock Kawa- 
saki KX250 and slowly reassembled the 
bike, paying close attention to each 
and every part. ; 

The primary reason for tearing 
down the engine was to balance, or 
true, the crank to help reduce vibra- 
tion, which is a major factor to 
premature metal fatigue and causes 
nuts and bolts to come loose. 

Since the Baja 1000 is a fairly high- 
speed race, modifying the transmission 
gear ratios was a must. Norfolk 
installed a lower-ratio first- and 
second-gear transmission kit, which is

available through any Kawasaki 
dealership for the KX250, or KX500. 
Norfolk lowered the first- and second- 
gear ratios to coincide with a much 
taller final drive ratio. Norfolk 
replaced the stock 14-tooth counter- 
shaft sprocket with a 15-tooth sprocket, 
and changed the stock 48-tooth rear 
sprocket to a 40-tooth sprocket. With 
these gearing changes the KX250 can 
cruise between 97-100 mph, according 
to Kawasaki’s radar gun. 

Before putting the engine back 
together the center cases were surfaced 
and resealed. 

Since much of the Baja 1000 takes 
place at night, a slightly modified 
Kawasaki Enduro Ignition Kit (with 
lighting coils) was installed. The 
lighting coils were rewrapped .to 
increase wattage to power a 55-watt 
aftermarket IPF Super Rally head- 
light. The stock kit puts out between 
40 and 50 watts. 

The complete headlight housing 
required four custom-made, L-shaped 
brackets that were bolted to the triple 
clamps to hold the headlight unit in 
place. The four L brackets have holes 
in them, so that the complete headlight 
housing can be easily and quickly 
slipped into position. Once in place 
the headlight assembly is secured with 
pins at each bracket. A hole is also cut 
` into the front number plate where the 
electrical plug (from the ignition) 
waits to be connected to the headlight 
plug. The whole headlight housing 
can be installed in less then 15 seconds. 

Everything else in the powerplant 
department was left stock, except that 
the paint оп the exhaust pipe was 
sanded off so all the seams could be 
rewelded to strengthen them. 

Carburetion was changed slightly; a 
one-size richer mainjet was used, as 
was a one-size leaner pilot jet. The 
needle jet and slide were left stock. 

The chassis received the fine-tooth 
comb treatment. Wherever a bolt 
mated to the frame, Norfolk sanded off 
all the paint to help prevent the bolts 
from backing out. The swingarm pivot 
area was shimmed up to eliminate any 
gaps or play, plus Norfolk custom- 
built an aluminum rear brake caliper 
guard that he welded on the caliper 
holder bracket. Then he installed an 
aluminum plate on the back side of 
the chain guide to increase rigidity, 
and, to protect the vulnerable engine 
cases from rocks, Norfolk installed an 
aftermarket Pro-Circuit bolt-on skid 
plate. Norfolk also fabricated a guard 
to protect the waterpump and ignition 
housing. He then built a stainless steel 
guard to protect the rear sub-frame 
from the drive chain, where it runs 
right next to the frame. He pop-riveted 
the protector to the frame. 

The finishing touches included a 
Tsubaki O-ring chain, an IMS Dry 
Break (quick-fill gas cap) gas tank, 
Acerbis hand guards, Dunlop (K139 
front and K696 rear) tires with heavy-

duty tubes, and two rim locks on the 
rear wheel. Norfolk also switched the 
stock 19-inch rear wheel to an 18-inch 
wheel, in order to use a higher-profile 
tire to help protect the rim from rock 
dings. 

For fuel Norfolk recommends 
using Trick Racing Fuel at 108 octane 
with Bel-Ray HIR oil. 


The moment of truth 


Satisfied everything was bolted 
down and ready to roll, Norfolk’s 
project bike took on the Baja 1000 and 
finished the race with flying colors. 
During the 660-mile-plus race, the 
engine was never turned off, not even 
for a rider change. The bike completed 
the race in just over 15 hours, with 
an average speed of a little more than 
45 mph, and during that time, the bike 
required absolutely no maintenance 
or repairs whatsoever. 

The Kawasaki, however, did have its 
share of bumps and bruises, so to 
speak. A thorough inspection: of the 
bike after the race revealed a missing 
exhaust manifold spring, a missing 
rear brake pedal return spring and a 
broken rear spoke. Also, sometime

during the race, a rock had bent the 
chain guide, causing it to rub against 
the sides of the teeth on the rear 
sprocket. Half of all the teeth (from 
the side) were worn off; another 10 or 
20 miles and the sprocket would’ve 
probably given up the fight. But there’s 
a good chance the bike wouldn’t have 
finished at all if Norfolk hadn't 
installed the aluminum plate to beef 
up the chain guide. 

It just goes to show how proper 
maintenance and preparation of a 
motorcycle can mean the difference 
between winning and losing, or fin- 
ishing and not finishing. We're sure 
that you'll agree that there's nothing 
worse than those big ugly letters — 
DNF — next to your name on the 
results sheets. Pre-race preparation can 
help prevent that happening to you.ev

Basically, with ‘Team Green's sup- 
port all you had to do was show up 
on the start line with your bike and 
a full tank of gas and race. The rest 


was all in the hands of Team Green. | 


They supplied the pits, gas, emergency 
parts, maps, chain lube, etc. No, it 
wasn't free, but for approximately 
$180, you bought, in a sense, a factory 
ride for a weekend. 

For Team Green, however, the Baja 
1000 is a costly and time consuming 
race. Taking care of 24 teams in this 
year's Baja 1000 was no easy task. 

Team Green's James Degain gave us 
some interesting statistics on what it 
took to win every class: 

1. Three months of preparation 
. (meetings, pre-running, etc.). 
2. Seventy-five pit people. 


3. Twenty vehicles (including chase |

3 TECHNICAL Building a ak DTX racer |

he problem with dirt track racing 
T these days, it would seem, is that 

there isn't an easy way to get 
started. 

Short of buying a quite pricey 500cc 
or 600cc Wood-Rotax, the neophyte 
dirt tracker has two avenues open to 
him — build a bike himself, or scour 


the Cycle News want ads for a suitable 
used machine, hopefully one which 
was carefully assembled by the pre- 
vious owner (who obviously chose the 
first route). 

The other problems are logistical — 
be it new or used, you'll be hard- 
pressed to find a dirt tracker close to 
your home. If you're truly lucky, you'll 
find one for sale out at the local race 
track (hopefully also located nearby). 
If not, you'll be faced with a long drive 
or, worse yet, have to buy a bike sight- 
unseen and then deal with a trucking 
company and/or a friendly local dealer 
to arrange for shipment. 


Enter Formula DTX, the AMA's 
answer to the problem of dwindling 
grass roots dirt track participation. 


Getting the green light 


When it was first suggested that 
Cycle News build a DTX bike, I 
immediately ducked my head and 
cowered in fear. I had enough projects 
on my hands — the last thing I needed 
was another. 

It turns out that I didn’t really have 
a choice. It seems I'd once too often 
mouthed off to Editor Jack Mangus 
that I'd wanted to try dirt tracking as 
a youth, but that there just weren't any 
tracks located near my former home 
on Long Island, New York. And 
Mangus quickly reminded me of that 
fact. 

Whether I liked it or not, I was going 
to be a dirt tracker. 

The first thing we needed was a bike, 
and a quick look in the hangar-like 
expanses of the Cycle News test pool 
turned up a couple of options. Honda 
CR500? Nah, too fast — it had already 
broken my wrist and twisted my knee. 
Kawasaki KX125? Nah, too small and 
too green. Suzuki RMX250? Nah, it's 
an enduro... well, maybe... The RMX 





has a few very desirable features for 
a dirt track machine — a comparatively 
heavy flywheel, smooth power charac- 
teristics, a rear disc brake, even quick- 
change wheels. Hey, we were onto 
something. 

Joe Columbero at U.S. Suzuki gave 
us the green light to permanently 
modify the RMX, and we were on our 


way. 


Of course, there was lots of work to 
be done. Before we even got into the 
serious dirt track modifications, the 
bike had to be made to look right. I 
mean, this thing had a headlight and 
tailight, and dirt track racers simply 
do not have lights. (Although in view 
of some of the dimly lit short tracks 
we've seen, it might not be a bad idea!) 

The first of what would turn out to 





to be countless phone calls to the ever- 
effervescent Robyn Figueroa at U.S. 
Suzuki resulted in our obtaining a 
front number plate and rear fender 
from an RM250 motocrosser. 
Although these parts didn't simply 
bolt on, there was a minimum of 
trimming and drilling required to 
make them fit. 

Since we would no longer need a 
front brake, we went ahead and 
trimmed the brake hose guard off the 
front number plate, but we stopped 
short of grinding the brake caliper 
mount off the lower fork leg since we 
might one day like to try TT racing 
where a front brake is necessary. 

While we were at it we removed the 


` front fender, the speedometer/odome- 


ter and its drive unit and cable, the 
front brake rotor, caliper, hose, 
reservoir and lever, engine case 
guards, and probably some other 
useless (for flat tracking) stuff that 
we're forgetting. 

Since we'd removed the speedo drive 


“unit, we needed something to take up 


the slack between the hub and the fork 
leg. Again we turned to the Suzuki 
parts bin, replacing the drive unit with 
the stock spacer from an RM. 

When we were through, the bike was 
at least starting to look like a racer. 

Next, we'd need to do something 
about the RMX's giraffe-like suspen- 
sion. While long-travel suspension 
works great on rough trails and 
motocross tracks, it's not the hot setup 
for dirt tracking. Tall, softly-sprung 
suspension such as that used by today's 
motocrossers does not make for good 
sliding characteristics. Instead, long- 
travel bikes like to compress their 
suspension, then suddenly rebound 
and high-side the rider into the 
stratosphere. 














What you want for dirt tracking is 
something with just enough travel to 
soak up the relatively small bumps of 
a dirt oval, while providing compar- 
ably stiff compression and (especially) 
rebound damping, as well as a low 
center of gravity. 

We took our bike to White Bros. in 
nearby Garden Grove, California, 
where both the front and rear wheel 
travel were reduced to just about half 
that of stock. 

Procedures for shortening the sus- 
pension travel vary from machine to 
machine. Forks require that the 
rebound spring be lengthened or 
boosted with a spacer (which then 
requires a shorter or shortened fork 
spring), or that the damper rod be 
physically cut, rewelded, and 
machined so that its outside diameter 
is constant. Needless to say, this should 
only be attempted by an expert. 

Forks should also be modified for 
increased rebound damping and 
spring preload. It’s likely that adjust- 
ing your stock fork's rebound damping 
Screw to its maximum still may not 
yield the required change; reduce the 
damper rod rebound hole size by about 
50%, or if you have cartridge forks, use 
a stiffer shim stack. 

Shocks need to have a spacer made 
to shorten their available travel, and 
rebound damping should be increased 
in a manner similar to that of the forks. 
The spring will need to be replaced 
with a shorter, stiffer one, or approp- 
riately modified. 

When we got the bike back, it was 
an abomination — it looked like a 
yellow Honda MR175. I mean, here 
was a dirt bike with a pathetic amount 
of suspension travel and no front 
brake. 

Setting our prejudices aside, we next 
had to find tires designed to cope with 
the smooth surface of a dirt track. 
While knobbies are permitted at some 
short tracks, we were planning to run 
the bike down at Carlsbad and the 
promoters there consider rear knobbies 
contraband, although front knobbies 
are permitted. 

-Here we faced our first major deci- 
sion: The RMX's stock wheel sizes are 
2] inches at front and 18 inches at rear, 
the problem being that 19-inch hoops 
are de riguer for dirt tracking. With 
this in mind, we opted to alter our 
wheel sizes. Another call to Robyn at 
Suzuki scared up a pair of 19-inch rims, 
the same as those used on the rear of 
an RM. ў 

It was then that we realized we 
should probably also consider trying 
to find suitable tires for the stock wheel 
sizes — in the true spirit of low-budget 
racing — so yet another call to Robyn 
yielded a set of stock RMX hubs to 
which we could lace the 19-inch rims. 

Tires presented a series of problems. 
There are only so many sources for 19- 
inch dirt track tires, and at that point 
most of them had little experience with 
DTX bikes. A&A Racing's. Chris 
Carter sent us his catalog, while Ron 
Wood Racing’s Elliot Iverson (the hot 
DTXer at Carlsbad, incidentally) 
scribbled down a list of potential 
possibilities. 

After hunting down a few leads and 
speaking with some DTX racers, we 
opted for a set of Metzeler Sahara 
Enduro tires to fit the stock rims. One 
of our staffers had a Pirelli MT53 and 
a Carlisle universal tire, and a casual 
phone conversation one day with dirt 
tracker-turned-road racer Richard 
Arnaiz resulted in him sending us a 
set of slightly used Carlisle Avengers. 

We then needed to find someone to 
lace the wheels. Wheelworks, like 
White Bros. located in Garden Grove, 
California, was happy to do the job,

even providing the spokes. While we 
were there, they also mounted and 
balanced our tires, and installed new 
tubes.to replace the battered stockers. 

With the new wheels installed, the 
bike was really starting to look 
purposeful. 

As far as the engine, our test unit's 
carburetion had already been upgraded 
from standard RMX specifications by 
our in-house enduro guy, Kit Palmer, 
who'd also fitted a Pro Circuit expan- 
sion chamber. 

It should be stated that at this point 
we didn't have a complete set of the 
AMA's DTX racing rules (see sidebar), 
and we subsequently made a few 
mistakes. 

Firstly, we wrongly assumed that the 
AMA’s rules would forbid aftermarket 
pipes. And since the stock RMX pipe 
and muffler are just too restrictive for 
race track use, we fitted the stock 
system from, again, an RM250. 

Next, we installed a compression 


release, which is useful for engine 
braking on short tracks. And though 
a compression release is not specifi- 
cally against the rules, the rules do state 
that the engine “must remain exter- 
nally stock." Ooops... 

Nevertheless, we contacted Rick 
Merhar at 202 Racing, who set us up 
with a compression release mecha- 
nism, cable and a forefinger-operated 
Magura lever (as opposed to a thumb 
trigger). 202 Racing's specialty isa type 
of compression release designed to ease 
big-bore starting, but because his unit 
mounts in the cylinder wall, Merhar 
didn't feel it would work: for our 
application. Instead, he sent us one 
which threads into a spark plug hole. 

Now, since our cylinder head had 
just one spark plug hole, we needed 
to have another one machined. And 
since the engine is water-cooled, the 
machining would have to include a 
threaded sleeve welded down through 
the water jacket — not an easy task. 
We enlisted Tom Burba at Pro design 
to do the machine work, and we were 
rewarded with an OEM-quality job. 

The compression release lever was 
bolted onto the left side of the han- 
dlebars below the clutch lever, and the 


-cable carefully routed so it wouldn't 


snag on anything. 

Burba also set us up with a tether- 
type kill switch which, although not 
commonly used by dirt trackers, is 
required on speedway bikes and is an 
excellent safety measure. 


Going in circles 


The next Saturday night, Jimmy 
O’Dell and I loaded our creation into 
the back of my pickup truck, threw 














in our gear bags and headed south 
toward Carlsbad. ; 

While we're on the subject of gear, 
let it be known that leathers are the 
hot setup for dirt track racing, but 
motocross apparel works fine for short 
track or TT racing. One piece of 
specialty equipment that you will need 
is a steel shoe (Trust me here — more 
later), and Ken Maely is the hot guy 
for hot shoes. 

Sign-in at Carlsbad was low-key, to 
say the least. The races, hosted by Dirt 
Sports Promotions, Inc., feature go- 
karts and mini sprint cars as well as 
motorcycles, and the bike guys all pit 
along the fence closest to the raceway. 
Entries were slim, with less than 20 
bikes entered, divided into displace- 
ment, skill and (in some cases) age. 

O'Dell, a former speedway racer and 
AMA Expert dirt track license holder, 
would ride the bike in the 250cc Pro 
class, while I would double up in the 
Open Junior (there was no 250ce

Junior) and DTX categories. DTX is 
not officially recognized by DSPI, so 
DTX winners trade possession of an 
ex-Ron Wood trophy nicknamed the 
“Fred Windum Memorial." (Windum 
is the penname used by the Cycle News 
contributor, who shall remain 
anonymous.) 

The first practice session was paged 
to the track gate and O’Dell took the 
bike out for a shakedown run. Upon 
returning he pronounced it race-ready 
and it was my turn. 

Of course, the track had just been 
watered, and my first session was more 
a case of learning how to fall than how 
to slide around corners. 

Fortunately, my second session went 
much better, and I actually began to 
practice what O’Dell had told me — 
put it in second gear, leave it there, 
and then, just past halfway down the 








DTX RULES 


A. All motorcycles must be approved 
by the AMA for DTX competition. 
B. No modifications may be made to 
the frame or main swingarm.

straight, roll off the throttle, grab the 
compression release, and back ’er in. 

The compression release took some 
getting used to. It emits a sound like 
wet farts, and it took me a few laps 
just to stop laughing. It really gets the 
attention of the guy behind you, 
though. 

Dirt track racing requires a much 
different cornering procedure than 
motocrossing, or even speedway. 
While an MXer points a toe and a 
speedway racer stands up with his bike 
more or less vertical, a dirt tracker 
really leans it over, so far in fact that 
he has to hold his leg up out of the 
way of the handlebars. Riding this way 
for 10 laps around a short track felt 
like doing leg lifts, so I can imagine 
what a 25-lap National must feel like!

As I alluded earlier, I hadn't

to my first night of dirt tracking, and 
I soon learned that this was a big 
mistake. Just when I felt I was getting 
the hang of things, my foot caught 


traction, and I nearly kicked myself in | 


the back of the head. And from then 
on, if I put any weight on my leg at 
all, it would try to rip my hip off! 


Not to make excuses (well, maybe | 


a little), but the fact that I didn't have 
a steel shoe hampered my performance 
the rest of the night. As a result, I 
finished a solid fifth in both classes 
— a solid last place in the five-rider 
fields, I might add. However, in the 
Amateur class I didn't get beat by much 
— it's amazing how close you can stay 
to the guys in front. (It's even more 
amazing how difficult it is to pass 
them!) 


The DTX class was another story, . 


however, as up against the Experts, I 


got sawed. The absolute capper was | 


when, on the ninth lap of the 10-lap 
final I hit a hole that had developed 
in turn four and nearly clouted the 


crashwall, which let the leader lap me `

Which is not to say our DTX Project 


was a failure. Au contraire. Just to 


prove that it was me, not the bike that | 


was performing so miserably, O'Dell 
rode it to the win in the 250cc Expert 
class, defeating a couple of pure-bred 
dirt track machines in the process. 


O'Dell timed the starting lights per- | 


fectly and led the field into turn one, 
then “pole putted’’ his way to victory. 
Needless to say, then, our project was 


a success. As is DTX racing, whose | 


| 











growing popularity, the AMA says, 
contributed to the fact that the 1990 
AMA Amateur Dirt Track Nationals 
drew the largest number of entrants 
ever. The year 1991 will see DTX 
exhibitions held in conjunction with 
several Grand National Champion- 
ship/Camel Pro Series rounds, and the 
attention garnered there may well give 
DTX racing the shot in the arm it needs 
to become a permanent fixture on the 
racing calendar. Can a National 
Championship DTX Series be far 
behind? 

Remember what we said about the 
trouble with dirt track racing? Forget 
it. As long as you can buy a motocross 
bike, the future of roundy-round 
racing is assured. сх

Road Race Macau Grand Prix 
Jacks top American 


in Macau

MACAU, NOV. 25 
onald Jacks became only the 
second American ever to lead the 
Macau Grand Prix, doing so 
during the second 15-lap leg of the 1990 
Far East classic run through the streets 
of Macau. 

The Suzuki 1100-mounted Floridian 
grabbed the lead from the start, and 
stayed out front for the first two laps 
till Britain’s Trevor Nation on the JPS 
Norton blasted past. But when the 
Norton engine overheated, and locked 
up, Jacks was on hand to head the pack 
again. 

This time the youngster set the pace 
for two more laps, till he was caught, 
and passed by Scotsman Steve Hislop 
and German Peter Rubatto (OWOI 
Yamaha). Jacks kept on charging, 
though, and it took Yorkshireman 
Dave Leach, on the 750 Mitsu Yamaha, 
three more laps to catch and pass him. 

By the checkered flag, though, Leach 
was only 5.5 seconds clear. of the 
talented youngster and fourth place 
was good enough to clinch fifth place 
overall for Jacks, thanks to a first leg 
sixth. 

“The first race was really just 
another sort of practice session for me. 
But I felt good going into the second 
leg, and somehow I figured I was 
riding for my country, and wanted to 
show the people we were not a bunch 
of wimps,” said Jacks after the race. 
No one could accuse Jacks or fellow 
American Kurt Hall of doing that. _ 

Hall, who switched his wedding date 
to make the meeting, and who had 
brought his new wife with him for a 
honeymoon with a difference, was 
another revelation. 

Hall staggered the Macau regulars 
by holding fourth place until the 
fourth lap of the opening race on his 
GSXR1100. Then Robert Dunlop 
passed him on the JPS Norton, and 
a lap later Dave Leach went by. But 
lapping at a steady, and impressive 
2:42, Hall stayed in sixth until he was 
joined by Jacks, who was down in 19th 
place on the opening lap. 

By the end of the 15 laps, Jacks had 
clinched sixth place, and was 3/10ths 
of a second behind Ullsterman Phillip 
McCallen, with Hall seventh, less than 
four seconds down. 

Hall, unlike Jacks, started slowly in 
the next outing, though, but climbed 





steadily to finish eighth, after a great 
race-long battle with TT specialists 
Joey Dunlop and Nick Jefferies. Hall 
took seventh place overall. 

Mark Chin missed the first race, 
waiting for a clip-on to be welded, and 
finished just two laps in the second 
leg. 

Michael Barnes, making his Macau 
debut, ws 18th in the first race, then 
quickened his pace to take 15th spot 
in race two. But Danny Roberts, a last- 
minute replacement for Canadian 
Jacques Genette, blew his Suzuki 
engine in practice, and had a gas leak 
in the spare engine loaned from Jacks. 

Overall victory went to Britain’s 
Steve Hislop, but only by .99 second 
from Peter Rubatto. Rubatto won the 
first leg, chased home by Hislop and 
Leach. Just 2.22 seconds separated the 
two. 

In race two, Hislop broke clear to 
look set for an easy win, but Rubatto 
set a new lap record at 2:36.14 as he 
chased Hislop home. And when the 
Flying Scotsman was’ slowed by a 
mobile chicane in the form of two 
Japanese riders on the final lap, 
Rubatto was able to close the gap to 
little more than a second. But Hislop 
took the win by just under a second 
and then admitted he had almost run 
out of fuel on the final circuit! єх

Waring tames Woodland MX

WOODLAND, WA, NOV. 24 

A 3-1 tally gave Shawn Waring the 125cc Pro 
class win at Woodland MX, the fourth round 
of the Motocross Northwest-sanctioned Series. 

The start of the first 125cc Pro moto saw 
Mike Bell explode off the line and into the 
first turn ahead of Rian Gant, Waring, Mike 
Hamness, David Bailey and Tony Graves. 
Graves was the first to make a move as he 
railed around Bailey and Hamness through 
the second turn. Then it was Gant's turn to 
advance after passing Bell for the lead in the 
woods section of the track. A few laps later, 
though, Bell retaliated and was, once again, 
found leading the pack. 

Bailey, meanwhile, moved by Hamness for 
fifth on the fourth lap, while Waring was 
being pressured by Graves. In a right turn, 
Waring swapped back and forth, as Graves 
was too close, and it took out his front tire, 
sending him to the ground for a soil sample. 
Coming out of the woods still in. fourth, 
Graves found himself seven seconds down. 

Holding the throttle wide open, Graves 
caught Waring, pushing him up on Gant in 
the woods. Coming out of the woods, Waring 
and Graves gobbled up Gant. By the eighth 
lap, Graves outsmarted Waring in the tech- 
nical section, emerging in second place, six 
seconds behind leader Bell. 

A lap later, Gant retired with a seized motor, 
— Graves moved in on Bell for a last-lap 
duel. 

Racing side by side down the back stretch, 
Graves outpowered Bell and assumed the lead. 
Graves ended up crossing the finish line three 
seconds ahead of Bell for the close win. 
Waring, Hamness and Bailey rounded out the 
top five. 

Waring stole the holeshot in the second 
moto with Bell and Graves in his wake. 
Hamness and Bailey filled out the top five. 

A few laps later it appeared that Waring 
brake-checked Bell, but it was Graves who was 
the victim. 

“These guys were stopped in the corner,” 
said Graves. “I’m more used to the Nationals, 
where the guys gas it through the turns, not 
brake-checking each other. I didn't want to 
slam into them, so I had to lay it down.” 

Hamness, meanwhile, made a quick move 
around Bell for second.

RANCHO CORDOVA, CA, NOV. 18 
District 36's final round of cross country 
racing capped a 20-race championship season 
at the Prairie Сиу OHV Park with the 19th 
running of the Lilliputian Grand Prix, put 
on by the Dirt Diggers North MC.

The only 
battle left undecided for a number one plate 
was the Senior A where Edd Haymond led 
Pete Francini by two points coming into the 
round. 

Francini led Haymond on the first lap by 
nearly two minutes, but that was reversed on 
the second go-round and would remain at that 
distance until the final lap when Francini 
disappeared with a whiskered plug on his 
mount. 

Reger took lap two in over 16 minutes with 
Mashbir and the rest in tow, but the most 
amazing ride was once again, by Bill Maxim, 
who was last out of camp and closing in on 
Andy Borth. Maxim had entered as an Open 
A entry on his KX, and the National number 
one ranked Hare & Hound Senior, about 45- 
years-old, didn't want to interfere in the 
Haymond/Francini battle, so rode off with 
first in class and fourth overall. 

Ken McKenzie had, some good pit stops 
finishing third overall and second in 250cc 
A with Borth fifth behind Maxim.. Shawn 
Hybarger took sixth overall and second in the 
125cc class as Reger pitted on the last lap with 
cramps in his hands. Phil Douglas had sewed 
up the Vet title some weeks back, but iced 
the cake with a seventh overall and first Vet 
A. Brian Dickey was eighth and fourth 250cc 
A just in front of Chris Carr who is really 
ready for his trip to Italy early next month. 

Rod Williams rounded out the top 10 
overall with Tom Barbero llth and second 
Vet, over Nick Collin and Cloyse Holland Jr. 
Jerry Fouts was 14th after a second lap bash, 
right in front of the pits. Louie Marshall was 
15th overall and first Senior with Haymond 
the jubilant winner of the war right behind.

Brown/Roach ace Ohio Team HS

NELSONVILLE, OH, NOV. 25 

KTM riders Kevin Brown and Gary Roach 
narrowly defeated four-time National Enduro 
Champion Terry Cunningham and Jeff 
Russell at the 6th Annual Action Sports World 
Championship Team Hare Scrambles. 

As the riders sprinted for their bikes in the 
LeMans-style start, Gene O'Nail led the field, 
closely followed by Russell and KTM factory 
rider Scott Plessinger, who is still recovering 
from injuries. 

Brown got off of the line in sixth. Russell 
took the lead from O'Nailat the halfway point 
of the first lap. O'Nail was slowed by a loose 
safety wire that would later foul up his rear 
brake pedal, leaving O'Nail without a rear 
brake. By the end of lap two, Russell and 
Brown were racing out front with Plessinger 
third. O'Nail had lost two minutes on the first 
lap and he and teammate Tim Shephard faced 
an uphill battle to make up the lost time. The 
two leading teams were swapping the lead 
back and forth with the largest lead being 
about 20 seconds going into the final two laps. 

As the race wound down, strategy and luck 
came into play. With two laps to go, Russell 
had opened up a 33 second lead over Roach. 
Brown took over for Roach, while Russell 
elected to finish for the Russell/Cunningham 
team. А rested Brown had narrowed Russell's 
lead to 15 seconds by the start of the last lap, 
setting the stage for a race to the checkered 
flag. Russell was ahead by 10 seconds when 
he got stuck on a muddy uphill, letting Brown 
pull even. Brown also got stuck in the same 


spot, so he was still in second but was right 
on Russell's rear wheel. Brown had spotted 
a risky line through one section where he 
might be able to make up time and he went 
for it. 

Brown was able to move ahead of Russell, 
but he immediately lost it in a rutted section, 
sending him and Russell to the ground. 
Brown recovered first and sped away to a 15 
second margin. Brown held that margin until 
he fell 50 feet from the finish line. He luckily 
kept his bike running and remounted to win 
by four seconds. Russell came through the 
barrels, angry at himself and a little out of 
control, and took a spectacular fall after the 
finish. Fortunately, he wasn't hurt. O'Nail 
and Shepard took third. 

With the exciting racing in the Pro division, 
many people missed out on two outstanding 
rides in the Lightweight and Heavyweight 
classes. Ryan Campbell and David Black, 
defending Lightweight Champions, had to 
come from behind to pass Brad Sells and Kelly 
Derr, who led most of the first hour. After 
Campbell moved into the lead, he and Black 
pulled away, eventually lapping the field. 

Two of the areas top motocrossers teamed 
up for a dominating win in the Heavyweight 
division. Scott Hayes pulled the holeshot and 
motored away from the field. Hayes then 
éndoed over the handlebars, falling to the back 
of the pack. Hayes worked his way back up 
to fourth by the end of the first lap and took 
the lead on lap two. Keith Gwinn took over 
for Hayes and opened up an insurmountable 
lead.
